F a modern Author ſhould at- 
$ tempt to give a new Idea of the

which by repeated Experiments we find to 
be the beſt; but as no Author has hitherto 
ſo clearly explained the different States, and 
various Caſes of the Venereal Diſtemper, 
as to make his Inſtructions profitable to eve- 
ty common Reader (who may be ſuppoſed 
to be unskilled in Arts, ignorant of Terms, ,

and- conſequently can find no Benefit from 
the moſt accurate Treatiſe, no way adapted 
to his Underſtanding ; whilſt the defire of 
Fame in the learned part of Mankind, in 
order to appear with Luſtre to the reſt, and 
to acquire the publick Eſteem, with a pri- 
vate View of Lucre and Profit, rather than 
the real and only eſtimable Honour of doing 
good, are too often the general Motives of 
Action ; ) an Attempt of that nature calcu- 
lated for the Service of Mankind, and di- 
veſted of thoſe Views, muſt from its fingu- 
larity meet with a kind Reception. Ima- 
gining therefore, that the comman Claſs of 
Mankind are kept ſtill in the dark, and that 
the unfortunate Sufferers in this Diſtem- 
per having no notion of the Nature, Cauſe, 
or proper Remedies, are ftill impoſed upon 
by Quacks and ignorant Pretenders; I 
have - endeavoured to inculcate my Know- 
ledge herein, founded on the Obſervations 
of the moſt eminent Writers in the plaineſt 
manner, ſo as to make it intelligible to the 
meaneſt Capacities, ſo as to enable ſuch un- 
happy Perſons to relieve and cure themſelves, 
upon ſolid and undoubted Principles, in every

baſe and ill-diſpoſed Minds. If Pity and Relief 
can any where be rightly placed, furely the 
propereſt Object to exerciſe them on is the 
melancholy Situation of a diſconſolate Fe- 
male, whoſe Body is tainted with a loath- 
ſome Poiſon by the Embraces of a careleſs 
vicious Husband ; or has it inſtilled into her 
Boſom by the malignant Contagion of a 
wicked Nurſe, or the ulcerated Mouth of a 
fucking Infant touch'd with the like Ma- 
lignity. Theſe Caſes are particularly con- 
fidered in this Work, and at the fame time 
her Deſire of Secrecy fo well fatisfied, that 
by confulting the Monitor I here recom- 
mend to her, who cannot divulge what ſhe 
would conceal, ſhe will hereby find Refuge 
and Redreſs.

Network. 

Pat. I can form a Notion from your Deſcrip- 
tion of their Structure and Subſtance. Pleaſe to 

int out to me their Situation. 

Phy. The lower Side of the Os Pubis gives 
riſe to them both, but ſo as they ſpring not from 
the ſame Point preciſely, but have their diſtinct 
Origins at ſome diſtance from each other, where 
they take their riſe; they appear like two Horns 
(by ſome ſtiled Crura) in Figure reſembling the 
Letter V, to the end, that the Urethbra may have 
room to paſs between them, where they part from 
the Os Pubis; they are each of them inveſted 
with ſeveral Membranes, and they afterwards meet 
and join with only the Septum between, which the 
nearer it approaches, the Glans grows the thinner ; 
ſo that before it arrives at the middle of the Penis 
its Fibres extend towards the back of the Yard, 


from the Uretbra, in Order, like a Weaver's Slay ; 


and while it {till goes farther, its Fibres by degrees 
grow ſo very ſmall, that near the Glans the Septum

Pat. Sir, you have ſpoke to my Satisfaction on 


this head : I now long to hear your Account of the 
Situation and Structure of the Urethra. 
Phy. The Uretbra lies under theſe nervous Bo- 
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| Fig MI Shews the Penis cut asunder Tranſverſlv. 
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little between them; it begins at the Neck of the 
Bladder and reaches to the end of the Glans, and 
it has two Membranes, thin and cloſely woven; 
the outward one covers the outward Part of the 
Urethra and the inſide of the Foreskin ; the inner 
furniſhes only the inſide of that Canal; the part 
. or place between theſe two Membranes is of a 
ſpungy Nature, and is filled with Glands; this 
ſpungy Conſiſtence is of the nature of nervous Bo- 
dies, and may be dilated by blowing into either of 
them. The nearer the Urethra approaches the 
Glans the more thick and compact it becomes, 
and ſtill thickening as it draws nearer, it does at 
length terminate into a thin Membrane which has | 
two conſiderable Foldings that run parallel to each | 
other from the middle of the Uretbra and the 
Origin of the Glans. 
Pat. Does any thing in the Urethra deſerve 
notice ? 
Phy. Yes, the ſeveral Openings into the Urethrg 
ſhould not be unobferved ; one eſpecially about 
the beginning of the Glans, which is very conſi- 
derable : It appears upon that part of the Uretbra © 
which looks towards the nervous Bodies, and a 
whitiſh and viſcid Humour may be {ſqueezed out 
of it; beſides ſeveral excretory Ducts proceeding 
from the Gland that takes its Name from Monſieur | 
Littere, pierce likewiſe the inner Membrane of the | 
3 Uretbra, which throws into that Canal the Liquor 
"1 filtrated by the Glands. This Liquor is of the mu- 
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UD cilaginous Kind, and conſequently very fit to be- | 
r ſmear the Urethra. It is ſecreted by the excre- 
tory Ducts of the Glands denominated from 
Mr. Cowper, which ſoon unite, and run into one 
Pipe through the ſpungy Bodies of the Uretbra, 
and at length pervades its inner Membrane and 
ſheds an unctuous Liquor: Certain it is, 2 
ing 
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thing can be diſcharged out of theſe Ducts in the 
time of Erection, ſo that the uſe of their Liquors 
cannot aſſiſt Generation, but ſolely defends the 
Urethra from the pungent Sharpneſs of the Seed 
and Urine. The learned Dr. Cockburn has made a 
Diſcovery of the Holes or Openings, and 
the Liquor diſcharged by them. Theſe Holes, as 
he obſerves, in moſt People, begin to ſhew them- 
ſelves at the Paſſage of the Urine an Inch before 
it ends, and they terminate about ſeven or eight 
Inches from where they began; they are ſeldom 
more than Ten or Eleven, and ſeldom fewer than 
Three or Four. They keep no great Order in 
their Diſtance from one another, yet very often 
one will be an Inch more diſtant from another 
than the firſt; and as their Diſtance, fo their 
eſs is uncertain ; but in the ſame manner as 
the firſt Holes are larger than the laſt. The 
largeſt of the Holes requires a Grain of Wheat to 
cover it, and the leaft admits of a Hog's-briſtle. 
Beſides theſe larger Holes, there are many more, 
bur. very ſmall, that pierce the Urethra near the 
larger; ſometimes higher and ſometimes lower than 
them, and appear hke round white Bodies when 
they do not diſcharge their Liquor. The Hales 
being preſs'd, void a whitiſh, thick, and ſlimy 
Liquor; and if they are farther preſs*d from 
above, after the firft Diſcharge of Liquor, more 
may be ſqueez d out, tho* not ſo readily if the

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riment by an Injection with Wax, by which he 
diſcovered nine Openings in the Uretbra, lying all 
of them on the ſame ſtraight Line ; two Openings 
on the G/ans, and above thirty diſtinct and plam 
Openings in the Urethbra; beſides an infinite Num- 
ber of Lacunulz whoſe Orifices are not ſo manifeſt 
and apparent as the abovemention'd: By which 
Experiment it appears that there is a free Com- 
munication between all the Lacunæ, and alſo that 
the whole Urethra is full of Lacune, ſmaller or 
greater, ariſing not only from the upper Side of 
the Urethra, but proceeding likewiſe out of the 
ſpongious Coat. 

Pat. And what Advantage may we receive 
from this Diſcovery ? 

Phy. The Diſcovery of theſe Lacwnz will be 
advantageous to us in explaining the Nature of a 
Gonorrbæa, which we find conſiſts in the corrupted 
State of their Liquor, and by this we may deter- 
mine that the original Seat of a Gonorrbea is in 
the Urethra, and not in the Proſtate or Seed- 
bladders, as was judg'd before this Diſcovery by 
the ancient Phyſicians, 

Pat. I think I apprehend perfectly well the Si- 
tuation and Structure of the Urethra ; I believe,

Acrimony as it contracts by impure Embraces) or, 
if of themſelves they are debilitated, and ſo be- 
come relaxed (as is ſometimes the Cale in impotent 
Perſons who meddle too much, whether that Im- 
potency ariſes from Age or any other Caule) 
they ſhall emit a continual Eflux of Seed or G9- 
norrbæa. 

Pat. Doctor, are there not Parts calied the Pro- 


ſtate ? 
Phy. Yes, the Praſtatæ are ſituated near the Vi- proſt atæ. 


culæ Seminales, and are of a white, ſpungy, and 
glandulous Subſtance, about the ſize of a ſmall 
Walnut; they are inveſted with a ſtrong, fibrous 
Membrane derived from the Bladder, to the be- 
ginning of whoſe Neck they are joined at the 
Root of the Yard; in Shape they reſemble an 
Oval, with this difference, that on their upper 
and lower Sides they are ſomewhat flat or de- 
preſs'd, and on that Side by which the Yaja De- 


ferentia enter, they have ſomething of an hollow 


like a Funnel : The Sp incter Muſcle of the Blad- 
der ſurrounds them when fo far as they inveſt the 
Neck of the Bladder, the SphinFer prevents their 
coming between : They are provided with all forts 
of Veſſels, which run moſtly on their outer Side : 
In their inner Part they have ten or more ſmall 
Ducts, which all unload themſelves into the 


Urethra by the Sides of the Caruncle, thro* which 


the Seed paſſes from the Veſiculæ into the We- 
thra; each Duct has a ſmall Valva that ſerves to 
ſtop its Orifice, without which the Liquor con-

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Pat. The Deſcription of every Part that ſepa- 
rates or contains any Fluid, I find, gives me a 
much clearer Knowledge of the Nature of the 
infectious Matter that forms a Gonorrbæa. Any 
farther Inſtructions relating to the Part con- 
cerned in that Diſtemper, that you ſhall judge 
neceſſary or uſeful to the ſame end, you will 
oblige me anew by communicating them to me. 

Phy. Something farther of that kind I indeed 
judge neceſſary, and think it not amiſs to ſubjoin 
a ſuccinct Account of the fleſhy and muſcular 
Parts, for they chiefly nouriſh a Pus, fo that ſuch 
a Deſcription will help to ſatisfy you, that a Go- 
norrbæa can corrupt thoſe Parts, and produce that 
infectious Diſcharge from them. 

Pat. What you are about adding, ſhall not be 
inſignificant for want of Attention. 

Phy. As to the preciſe Number of Muſcles that 
appertain or extend to the Penis, Authors are not 
agreed; and I think it more material to conſider 
the Situation of their Origin and Inſertion, than 
their Number, as conducing more to inform you 
how they may be affected by the Matter of a Go- 
norrhea: However, to give you all the Know- 
ledge in my power of theſe Muſcles, ſome reckon 
three pair; others, leaving out the Tranſverſalis, 
allow only two pair ; but as they all ariſe either 
from the Iſchium or Anus, and terminate in the 
cavernous Bodies or in the Urethra, at the loweſt 
part of the Penis, they ſcarce feem ſubje& to the 
Infection of a Gonorrbea. Mr. Littere is more 
particular in obſerving, that in many Subjects ſome 
muſcular Fibres proceed from the fore-part of each 
acceleratory Muſcle, run along the Side of the 
Penis, and end in the Foreskin, by which means it 
is drawn towards the Root of the Penis in time 
Coition and making Water, as often as theſe Fibres 
are contracted. Pat.” 
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Pat. Are any further Inſtructions upon this Head 
neceſſary? 

Phy. I think not; the Deſcription laid before 

you I judge ſufficient to _ you towards a

122 S the Term Gonorrbæa import any 
thing expreſſive of the Nature of the

| Phy. The Venereal Diſeaſe that has appeared in 
' theſe latter Ages, bears much Reſemblance to ano- 
ther ancient Diſtemper deſcribed in the Holy Scrip- 
tures * (which are of much greater Antiquity than Levit. 
any Record of Phyſick) and termed in the Tranſla- = 5» 
tion of the Septuagint, Gonorrbea ; the Greek Word © 
is derived from ycn, genitura, or ſemen; and jiw, 
ua, ſignifying a Flux or Flow of Seed; but tho' the 
| _ Name is common to both Diftempers, and their 
Natures in part reſemble, yet the Difference is con- 
| fiderable; the latter, or Venereal Diſeaſe, differing 
in this particular Circumftance from the ancient 
Gonorrhea, that it is infectious, and communica- 
ble by either of the Sexes to the other, and that 

it is alſo accompanied by many diſmal and ſhock- 
| ing Symptoms, which made it ſoon be diſtinguithed 
from any Diſeaſe that had preceded it, and have in- 
titled it to the Epithets of Filthy and Virulent 
Gonorrb2a.

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Pat. Doctor, from the anatomical Deſcription 
of the Parts which you have given me, I am in- 
clin'd to think, that either the Proftate or YVeficulz 
Seminales may be deemed the original Seat of the 
Diſtemper; pleaſe to give me your Sentiments on 
this Head ? 

Phy. The Proſtate and Seed-bladders lie too re- | 
mote, and cannot therefore be thought the Parts 
firſt infected. It is on all hands allowed, that the 
Diſorder takes its Riſe from a contagious Liquid 
| communicated from the infected Perſon, and (it 
(. ſeems) it cannot be accounted for, how ſuch a 
__ Liquor ſhould reach fo inſtantly to a Part fo re- 
| mote from the Opening of the Urethra; for this 
4 alone being that Humour which the Urethra can 
on this occaſion receive, its Quantity muſt needs 
be very little, and its Velocity in paſſing forwards 
mconſiderable, there being neither Ma/cle nor 
Valve, nor any other Inſtrument alledged, that 
can poſſibly forward it to ſuch a diſtance. 

Pat. What you ſay is ſupported by ſtrong Pre-

I denced and confirmed this Doctrine; thoſe for in-

Pat. Nay, Doctor. I myſelf have made Expe- 
| riment of what you ſay, having on a former pa- | 
1 rallel Occaſion uſed an Injection with the Suceeſs 
| you mention; for in a few Days it ftapt the | 
Running, 
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Phy. Another very eaſy Experiment may be 
made, and a very deciſive one, with reſpect to 
your Queſtion, whereby it will appear to a De- 
monſtration, that, in the time of a Gonorrhea, 
none of the malignant Matter is ſent from the 
Praſtatæ, or Parts beyond them. The Experi- 
ment is this. Let the Urethra be compreſſed about 
the middle of the Penis, and the Corruption con- 
tained in it be ſqueezed out from the length for- 
wards, ſo as to preſs the Penis from the Pubes to 
the Nut: Let the Operation be repeated, and we 
thall find it impracticable to ſqueeze out more Cor- 
ruption by the ſecond Preſſure than the former; 
conſequently it is evident, that the Corruption diſ- 
charged in the firſt Trial, was not driven forward 
by any Matter proceeding from the Praſtatæ to the 
Place we began to ſqueeze at. This Experiment 
is therefore quite inconſiſtent with the Suppoſition 
that a Liquid is derived from the Praſtatæ; for, 
in conſequence of ſuch a Suppoſition, the whole 
Ducts of the Urethra from thence to the Glans or 
Nut ſhould be filled with the Diſcharge, the con-

It is this; that as the Gonorrbea or Run- 
ning proceeds from the Penis, either in Erection, 
or when not ſo; in the latter Suppoſition it ſlides 
down a Declivity, therefore poſſibly we may ſqueeze 
it out in the manner exhibited by the Experiment, 
and yet the Inference not be exact, that the Run- 
ning is not derived from the Proſtate. | 
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Phy. Sir, a little Attention will ſatisfy you, that 
your Difficulty does not deſtroy nor weaken the 
Juſtneſs of my Inference. Theſe different States 
of the Penis making (as you obſerve) no alteration 
in the Flux or Running, you may conſider them 
in or with any Circumſtance moſt favourable to 
your Objection. We'll ſuppoſe then that a Liquid 
runs in a Canal not only inclined, but perpendicu- 
larly erected, fo that the Liquor may run quicker 
on that account ; but ſtill the whole Canal or Pal- 
{age muſt contain Liquor from the Spring- head to 
the place of its Efflux; the Part that run out being 
propelled by the next, and ſo on to the Origin:

Pat. Are you then of opinion, Doctor, that 
the Praſtatæ or Seed-bladders are not concerned nor 
infected in a Gonorrbea ? 

Phy. Sir, our preſent Query is, What is the 
Source or original Seat ot the Diſorder? and I 
hope I have ſhewn, to your Satisfaction, that it is 
not in the Proſtate or Seed-bladders : But to ſay 
that theſe Parts may not, in the Progreſs of the 
Diſeaſe, become infected by it, is quite a different 
matter, and I fay nothing like it; I rather ve 
freely and candidly acknowledge that both th 
Parts may be infected, and partake in the Conta- 
gion, ſpreading itſelf over, and ſeizing upon all 
the Parts in its Neighbourhood. However it ſtill 
holds true, that neither of theſe Parts is the pri- 


mary Seat of the Diforder, nor the Source from. 


whence flows originally the virulent Matter; for 
the Flux muſt have been great and virulent, *

Pat. Sir, you have convinced me that the pri- 
mary Seat of a Gonorrbea is not the Proftate or 
contiguous Parts; pleaſe then to proceed upon the 
Subject, and inform me where we are to look for 
the firſt Source and Seat of a Gonorrhea in both 
Sexes, and alſo, be ſo good as to give me ſome 
Information of the Nature of the infectious Mat- 
ter, and Cauſe of its Abundance ? 

Phy. Some of thoſe Proofs which ſerved to 
evince that the Proſtate are not the primary Seat 
of the Diſorder, are of ule alſo to ſhew that ori- 
ginally it affects only the Urethra; it a Gonorrbea 
took its Riſe in thoſe remote Parts, the Urethra 
mult be neceſſarily filled with the corrupt Matter 
while it runs out of the Penis, and if fo, how 
could an Injection ſtop it, ſince it cannot arrive at 
the Seed-bladders or Praſtatæ? As therefore thoſe 
Parts are free from the Corruption in its Begin- 
ning, and an Injection ſtops the virulent Flux, it is 
reaſonable to think that only the more forward 
Parts of the Penis are infected originally; and this 
will appear ſtill more probable, if we conſider 
how eaſily the Contagion may be convey'd into the 
Urethra, eſpecially in the Part adjoining the Glaus; 
and if a ſufficient Supply for the Flux or Gonorrbæa 
can be apprehended in theſe Parts, we need not he- 
ſitate to fix upon them for the prunary Seat of a 
Gonorrbea. 

Pat. On this Occaſion, Doctor, I think it 
might be of uſe to confider whether any Pus or 
Corruption can breed where the Contagion firit 
ariſes; as alſo whether any Liquids naturally pre 
pared and ſecreted in theſe Parts become te 4 
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by ſuch a Communication, and are qualify*d to 
furniſh a Supply for the Running; for if either or 
both theſe Particulars appear to be the caſe, then 
we have found out the Subſtance of that Diſcharge 
from the Gonorrbea. 

Phy. Sir, your Hints are very à propos, and I 
am pleas to ſee you fo quick an Adept in appre- 
hending my Inſtructions. To proceed then, it 
was oblerv'd before, that there are ſeveral Open- 
ings, ſome of them very large, in the Uretbra; 
theſe by nature diſcharge a Liquid of a white and 
viſcid Subſtance, fit to defend it againſt the Acri- 
mony of the Sced and Urine; hence, if the Cauſe 
productive of a Concrrhæa is able to increaſe the 
Quantity of this Liquid to render it more thin, 
and to alter its Colour, in ſuch Changes we have 
all the Symptoms of a Gencrrłaa: Now this is 
certain, that the Vagina, as well as the Urethra, is 
furniſhed with many of theſe Openings, and thoſe 
of the Vagina have been longer known than the 
other, and by the Name of 'Lacune; whilſt thoſe 
of the Urethra have been diſcovered in great 
numbers by the ingenious Dr. Cockburn, | ſhall 
have occaſion hereafter to make uſe of this Term, 
when we come to ſpeak on this Subject, for in each 
Sex they contribute to produce the Symptoms of a 
Gonorrhea. 

Pat. You ſeem then to think, Doctor, that a 
ſufficient Supply of the Running may be afforded 
by the Lacusæ. Now I own it is not eaſy for me 
to underſtand how theſe Glands or Lacunæ can 
iurnih ſuch a quantity of Fluid as js diſcharged in 
4 Gonorrhea; or by what means a Liquid, which 
:5 naturally ſecreted in time of Health, be- 
comes fo conſiderably augmented in this Diſ- 
order. 


Phy, 
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Phy. For the clearing up this Difficulty, you 
are to conſider that ſome Glands in the Body do 
not always diſcharge or emit their Liquor as faſt 


as they ſeparate it from the Blood, but retain it 


for ſome time, either within themſelves, or in 
fome Cyſtis or Bag made for that purpoſe by Na- 
ture, from which it flows only on proper Occa- 
ſions. Again, there are other Glands that have 
excretory Ducts which open externally, and let 
their Liquor flow from them continually, without 
retaining any of it. Of the former Kind are the 
Proſtate, the Teſticles, and the Glands that open 
into the Seed-bladders ; under the latter fort are 
compriſed the milliary Glands of the Skin, and 
thoſe whoſe excretory Ducts are the Lacunæ in 
the Female Vagina, and the Uretbra in the Male 
Sex. 

Pat. Pray what do you infer from this? 

Phy. That if we ſuppoſe two Glands, one of 
each ſort mentioned, which in equal determi- 
nate times ſeparate equal Quantities of Fluid, 
the Bulk of the one fort muſt be much greater 
than that of the other, and the leaſt Exceis that 
can be (ſuppoſing the Matter of the Glands nearly 
the ſame in both) muſt be'equal to the Quantity 
of Liquor that is ſeparated in that time, and is 


_ retained within the Glands ; but although there be 


the leaſt Exceſs, yet the Difference between their 
Bulks may be much greater in proportion to the 
Capacity of the Retaining Glands to hold a double, 
triple, quadruple, &c. Quantity of that Fluid 
which is commonly diſcharged at once from the 


other Glands ; and upon this account any aſſign- 


able Proportion may ſubſiſt between the Bulks of 
the Glands ; tho* the Quantity of Liquor ſeparated 
in any Space of Time may be the ſame in both. 


Pat. 
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Pat. Still, Doctor, I do not well underſtand 
why theſe Glands of the Urethra and Vagina 
ſhould in time of a Gonorrbæa diſcharge a Quan- 
tity of Fluid ſo much exceeding what they ſend 
forth in their natural State. 

Phy. What I am going to ſay will ſatisfy you. 
We learn then from the Animal Oeconomy, that 
in caſe any Gland or excretory Duct be ſtimulated, 
the Quantity of Liquid which it diſcharges will be 
conſiderably augmented by ſuch Stimulation; and 


that in proportion to the greatneſs of the ſtimu- 


lating Force which the Gland or Duc undergoes : 
For inftance, Experience ſhews that a little of the 
Powder of Cantharides, or Spaniſh Flies, apply'd 
to any Part, ſoon raiſes a Bliſter, and by its Sti- 
mulation cauſes the Glands there to diſcharge a 
quantity of Matter greatly exceeding what would 
naturally flow from the Part by inſenſible Perſpi- 
ration. We find alſo that a minute Portion of 
this ſtimulating Matter, as can be conyey'd by the 
Blood to the Bladder and Parts of Generation, is 
ſuſficient to produce an Inflammation in thoſe 
Parts, to occaſion an Erection of the Penis, and 
even to cauſe a ſmart Pain and Heat of Urine. 
Now doubtleſs, if ſome of this Powder was laid 
on the Urethra or Vagina, it would in like man- 
ner immediately inflame thoſe Parts, produce Ul- 
cers, and cauſe a great Flux of liquid Symptoms, 
not unlike thoſe attending a Gonorrbæa, but with 
this difference, that the Diſcharges would not equal 
that which flows in a Yenereal Gonorrhbea, either 
in the Malignancy or Length of Duration: Since 
then the Venereal Contagion is of an acrimonious 
corroding quality, it may well raiſe Ulcers in the 
Urethra and Yagina, ftimulate all the Parts of the 
Glands affected, and cauſe as great an Eflux of 
Liquor as is produced by the Cantharides ; _ 
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the Venereal Contagion being of a more virulent 
nature than Cantharides, if fix'd in any Part af- 
fected either in the Riſe or Progreſs of the Diſtem- 
per, produces a greater Diſcharge of the Liquid 
ſeparated by the Glands, than the Powder of the 
Flies can poſſibly do. If to theſe Conſiderations 
we add, that of the great Number of theſe Glands, 
with the Shortneſs and Wideneſs of their excre- 
tory Ducts, the Greatneſs of the Efflux and its 
Duration will become very intelligible. Upon the 
whole, a judicious Man will make no difficulty of 
allowing, that a ſtimulating Humour is capable of 
producing as great and laſting a Flux from the 
Urethra and Vagina, as attends any Gonorrbes ; 
and ſo we may fairly account for theſe Symp- 
toms. 

Pat. From this Reaſoning, methinks, I appre- 
hend ſufficiently the Nature of this Acrimony, 
and to what degree it may operate; I now wiſh, 
Doctor, you would explain in what manner a Co- 
norrbæa is produced? 

Phy. The Sentiments of the beſt Authors are 
as follows. That the common Effect of an acri- 


monious Liquid operating on any Part, is a con- 


ſtant and forcible Contraction of the Veſſels, which 
being more or leſs reſtored by the Strength of 


their Springs and the Velocity of the Liquids that 


paſs thro* them, on that account produce a greater 
Flow of Humours. Hence the Orifices of the 
excretory Ducts, and the Ducts themſelves of the 
Lacunæ, being ſtimulated by the acrimonious Hu- 
mour communicated in a Ganorrbæa, an unuſual 
Diſcharge of the Liquids proceeds from thoſe 
Ducts, p roportional, ceteris paribus, to the acting 
Power, . is the natural Conſequence af ſuch a 
Stimulation. 
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Pat. This Account is very intelligible, and no 
leſs ſatisfactory: But give me leave, Doctor, to 
ask you: Do you imagine that ſo minute and par- 
ticular a Detail of the Subject is neceſſary for me? 

Phy. Moſt certainly; for by it you are able to 
form a right Judgment of all that paſſes in the 
time of a Gonorrbæa, whether it be skilfully ſtop- 
ped, or only in an improper and uncertain manner: 
I muſt add, that as this ſtimulating Power, in the 
Caſe before us, is the communicated Contagion, 
and is applied to a Part conſiderably more tender 
than the tendereſt Glands, it is obvious that the 
Quantity of Liquid which cauſes a Gonorrhea is 


much leſs than that which produces an Ulcer, 


where the Quantity of contagious Humour in the 
former Caſe may poſſibly not amount to the thou- 
ſandth part of a Grain weight. Farther, as this 
Stimulation is continual, ſo muſt its Effects be 
alſo, for which rcaſon the corrupt Humour in a 
Gonorrbæa muſt flow inceſſantly Night and Day, 
and that in any State or Poſition of the Member 
affected, as in fact we find it does: And what is 
ſtill more conſiderable, the lowing Humour not 
only begins its Efux earlier than could be if an 
Ulcer was firſt to be formed, but is likewiſe of a 
white Hue, and of a thicker Conſiſtence than 
any Ulcer in ſuch a Caſe could poſſibly furniſh. 
Theſe Symptoms make it manifeſt, that this 
whitiſh viſcid Humour, thus early appearing, 
and conftituting a Gonorrhea, is the Liquid of 
the Lacunæ which we obſerved in the Urethra, 
not ſo much corrupted by the Contagion, as 
ſimply produced and made to run by its Acri- 
mony, and conſequently, on the whole, the Urethra 
muſt be allow*d to be the Seat of a Goneorrhea. 
Pat. Pray, Sir, why does this Stuff in the Se- 


quel change its Colour to a Yellow or Green? 
Phy. 
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Phy. By Degrees this liquid viſcid and whitiſh 
Humour becomes thinner, and aſſumes a yellow 
and green Complexion : The firſt Symptoms are to 
be aſcribed chiefly to an Increaſe of the Quantity of 
the ſecreted Liquid; tho” the Nature of the Hu- 
mours or Salts that occaſion the Yellowneſs, may 
help to dilute it, and contribute to its Thickneſs. 
The Yellownels 1s partly derived from the yellow 
Humours cf our Blood, and partly from acrimo- 
nious Salts concerned in the Production of a Go- 
norrbæa: As to the former it is well known, that 
when a Secretion of the Glands is over haſtily per- 
form'd, and that ſome of the Glands are injur'd, 
the Humour ſeparated by thoſe Glzxds will form a 
leſs pure and uniform Conſiſtence than before: 
And therefore it is manifeſt how Gall, mixing with 
the Liquid, ſhall make it run out of an yellow 
Hue, This is not only argumentatively true, but 
what we alſo experience in ſcrophulous, as well as 
many other forts of Ulcers ; the Diſcharge from 
them is very yellow, even more ſo, than that of a 
Gonorrbæa, tho* indeed the Liquor of theſe Ul- 
cers, if dry*'d upon Linen, looks leſs yellow, be- 
cauſe as it is much thinner it 1s more diffuſed, and 
ſpreads more on Linen and evaporates faſter in 
drying, as well as its Colour. Yet as the Yellow- 
neſs in the Caſe of a Gonorrbæa has ſomething in 


common with that of contagious Ulcers, and of 


ſuch as are not ſo, we may conclude that the ſame 
Symptom in both, (the Yellowneſs) may pro- 
ceed from the fame Cauſe, viz. an Influx or 
Mixture of the bilious Parts of the Blood. What 
makes this more probable is, that when the Gonor- 
rhea has been ſtopp'd and cur'd, this Yellowneſs 
has often continued to the laſt Drop of the Efflux 
while there was any, which could not be, were it 
always a Part or even a Mark of the Infection. 


Pat. 
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Pat. Give me leave to interrupt you, Sir, to know 
whether on an unskilful or haſty Stoppage of this 
yellow Diſcharge in a Gonorrhea, a Pox might enſue ? 

Phy. It may, and frequently does, when Medi- 
cines are improperly adminiſtred; and no doubt 
but the corroſive Cauſe might be of a Nature 
capable of producing the Yellowneſs, and that this 
corroſive yellow Subſtance is aſſuredly an Acid 
becauſe it alſo turns Green by the Mixture of the 
urinous Salt or Alkalz, and animal Particles of the 
Lymphe. 

Pat. From all this I imagine, Doctor, that 
the later a Gonorrbæa ſhews itſelf after Coition, the 
greater may be the Virulency. 

Phy. You are in the Right ; for the later the 
Symptoms appear, the longer time have the acri- 
monious acid Salts had to change, and corrupt 
the Liquids naturally ſecreted by the Glands ; and 
the gradual Increaſe of the Running for the firſt 
four or five Days 1s in Proportion to the Degree 
of the Corroſion in that time, whilſt the Deepneſs 
of the Colour increaſes in each of thoſe Days by 
reaſon of the continual Increaſe of the infecting 
Salts ; for their Proportion to the Quantity of the 
Fluids every Day becomes greater. 

Pat. Let me farther ask you, Doctor, can a 
Pox be produced while the Running continues? 

Phy. It cannot, the Contagion daily diſcharging 
itſelf outwardly by the Genitals. On the contrary, 
if the Diſcharge be unskilfully ſuppreſs'd without 
2 4 Cure, then the virulent Humour paſſes 
into the Blood and produces a Pox. 

Pat. Pray what may be the reaſon that the Ef- 
flux in a Gonorrbæa produces no Senfation ? 

Phy. The reaſon is, that any Efflux is the 
Effect either of a Relaxation of the Valves of the 
Seed-bladders, or of the Liquor produced by ſti- 

h mulating

mulating the excretory Ducts that we call Lacune, 
and being not in either Caſe the Cauſe or Effect of 
Defire, it flows without any Senſation of Pleaſure. 

Pat. Sir, I will take the Liberty to ſay, that 
your Account of the moſt general and particular 
Symptoms of a Gonorrbæa is perfectly clear; and 
by its help I eaſily apprehend the Nature and ori- 
ginal Seat of the Diſtemper, with the Manner of 
its Production. Tou will enhance the Obligation 
if you'll explain the reſt of its Symptoms, that 
then we may enter on the Conſideration of its 
Cure. 

Phy. Sir, if you will favour me with another 
Viſit to-morrow, I will give you the Satisfaction 
you defire, | 


DIALOGUE UV. 


Pat. 7 Intreat you to proceed on the remaining 

1 Symptoms of the Gonorrbæa. The firſt 
which I beg your Opinion in, is the Cauſe of that 
Sharpneſs and Pain which I experience in making 
Water. 

Phy. That Symptom is fo conſtant an Atten- 
dant on this Diſorder, that the Gonorrbea itſelf 
is often denominated from it, eſpecially in French 
Authors, but it is no more than a neceſſary 
Effect of the Diſorder, and abates in proportion 
to the Sharpneſs of the Humour whence 1t pro- 
ceeds. The Affair is this: As the Urethra con- 
fiſts of Parts, ſome of which are membranous, 
ſome ſpungy; when the membranous Parts are 
corroded by the ſharp Humour, the nervous Fibres 
thereby become quicker of Senſation, ſo that the 
Fluid which before paſſed with a pleaſing Senſa- 
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tion, or none at all, ſhall now cauſe a painful and 
ſmarting one. This Account is {till more natural 
if we conſider how apt the nervous Fibres of any 
Part of the Body are to ſuffer Pain when ſtripped 
of their Scarf-skin and waſhed with falt Water. 

Pat. But pray how comes it that the firſt Flow 
and laſt Drops, are attended with the greateſt 
Pain ? 

Phy. As it 1s excited by the Saltneſs of the 
Urine paſſing over the excoriated Part, the firſt 
Approach of the Urine muſt ſenſibly affect it, as 
it gives ſome Oppoſition to its Paſſage, and the 
laſt Drop of the Urine lying on the infected Part 
of the Urethra, muſt like wiſe affect it more than 
the quick Paſſage in its Current. 

Pay. This is very ſatisfactory. I now beg to 
know the Cauſe of the binding Pain in Erection, 
or Cordee, as no Symptom in the Diſorder is more 

jevous. 

Phy. That Pain is a Symptom ſo difficult to 
aſſign the Cauſe of, that no Phyſician (tho* many 
have attempted it) have hitherto ſucceeded. Some 
have attributed it to the Contraction of the F. 
num, but this Opinion has been long exploded. 
Jodocus Lommius, and other good Authors, ſpeak- 
ing of the Ulcer in the Urethra, ſay, that the 
Pain in Erection indicates the Ulcer to be already 
form'd; this Pain affects the Penis in ſuch a 
manner, as if it were hard bound with a Cord, 
ut veluti fune ſubſtringi videatur, and thence takes 
its Appellation of Cordee. 

Pat. It is ſomewhat difficult to apprehend why 
a Part affected with an Ulcer, ſhould, by being 
diſtended ſo far as to double its ordinary Size, oc- 
caſion ſuch Senſation, as if the Part was tied 
hard round with a Cord. 


Phy, 
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Phy. The true Cauſe, as I before ſaid, has not 
been yet diſcovered. Some have attributed it to 
an external Cauſe ; ſome have thought otherwiſe z 
but it ſeems, from what has already been obſerved 
concerning the Situation of the Urethra between 
the cavernous Bodies, that the Ulcer being ſqueezed 
by them is compreſſed in all its Parts, which Com- 
preſſion gives this Senſe of Pain, and almoſt hin- 
ders a Paſſage for the Seed and Urine, 

Pat. What is the reaſon that in time of a Go- 
norrbæa there is a more than ordinary Erection ? 

Phy. This proceeds from the perpetual Stimulus 
the Penis ſuffers by the pungent Matter of the 
Diſeaſe, which cauſes an Inflammation of the Glans, 
which is a natural Effect of the Acrimony that ſti- 
mulates the nervous and fibrous Parts, and occa- 
ſions their Contraction. Of all the Parts of an 
human Body, none is more ſenſibly affected with 
Pleaſure or Pain than the Glaus, its Compoſition 
being of Nerves and Fibres, only cover'd with a 
very thin Membrane, fo that the leaſt Iraprefſion 
of Senſation might not be prevented; for which 
reaſon it is exquiſitely ſenſible of the acrimonious 
Matter. When theſe Fibres are contracted, they 
are drawn towards the Penis, whereby the Glans 


becomes thicker, and ſhorter than ordinary, and 


conſequently the Blood-veffels interwoven with 
theſe Nerves and Fibres become ſtraightned. Now 
by the ſmalleſt Inflammation of theſe Veſſels, the 
Motion of the Blood becomes leſs free, tho' in 
greater quantity than ordinary, which therefore 
diſtending the capillary Veſſels, cauſes the Erection. 

Pat. Is; Sir, is there an Inflammation in the 
Frenum alſo? 

Phy. Yes, the FRE IR of the Running occa- 
fions ho Thickneſs and Inflammation of the Fre- 


num in a very obvious manner; for as the Bridle 1 N 
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only a Doubling of the outward Membrane of the 
Glans, it is equally liable to be inflamed by the 
Acrimony which ſtimulates its Fibres ; and there- 
fore being thicker, becomes likewiſe ſhorter, and 
draws along with it the Top of the Nut to which 
it is faſtened. 

Pat. By the clear Explanation you have given 
me of the Nature of my Diſorder, I think m 
Curioſity now ſatisfied, I ſhall therefore be m 
oblig' d to you, if you'll begin its Cure. 

Phy. To perform the Cure of a Gonorrbæa pro- 
perly, and according to the common Method, we 

muſt endeavour to deſtroy the Acrimony 
which cauſes it, and repair the Relaxation of the 
excretory Ducts, which ſuffer'd by the courſe of a 
greater quantity than what is natural, of their 
Liquid paſſing through them. I muſt ask you, 
whether you think fit to uſe the Medicines com- 
monly preſcrib'd, or whether you will follow the 
Rules of my new Method for the Cure of this 
Diſorder ? 

Pat. Sir, if you'll explain what you mean by 
the Medicines commonly preſcribed, and your new 
Method, I ſhall be a better Judge. 

Phy. The common Practice of curing a Go- 
norrbæa, is to give Mercur. Sublimat. Dulc. mix' d 
with ſome purgative Medicine, or to give it alone 
at Night, and purge it off the next Morning; and 
then if the Running continues, to give ſome heal- 
ing Medicines, and uſe an Injection to complete 
the Cure. My new Method is to give, inſtead of 
Mercur. Sublimat. Dulc. ſome Crude Mercury, 
commonly called Quick-fikver, in purging Pills, 
and then ſome aſtringent Medicines, and my Greek- 
water by Injection. 

Pat. By what you have faid, I obſerve in 
both Methods there are mercurial Medicines 


preſcribed.

Phy. No; as Mercury is an Antidote of the 
Venereal Infection, moſt Authors have thought 
every Attempt without it to be in vain, and in- 
effectual. 

Pat. If I can't be cured without it, I wiſh to 
know which is the ſafeſt to take, 2uick-fitver, or 
Merc. Sublim. Dulc. for, I have heard that Merc. 
Sublim. is the greateſt Poiſon we have; I ſhall 


therefore be oblig'd to you for explaining the Qua- 


lity of each. 


Phy. To explain here the Quality and Nature 
of 2uick-fikver wou'd be too tedious; therefore I 
will give you this Book * whereby you will learn 
its Safety and particular V irtues. 

Pat. I will read it, and return it to-morrow. 
Now I expect to know the Nature and Quality of 
the Merc. Sublim. Dulc. 

Phy. Merc. Sublim. Dulc. is made from a corro- 


five Sublimate, ſublimated again, and when ſub- 


limated till the fixth time, then we call it Ca- 
lomel. 

Pat. I have heard, as I told you, that corroſive 
Sublimate is a great Poiſon. 

Phy. So it is; for in making the Sublimate, the 
mercurial Globules are as it were ſtuck full of ſharp 
Salts from the Aqua fortis, ſo that each Particle 
comes to reſemble, as it were, a Ball ſtuck round 
with ſharp Spears, and is of ſuch a miſchievous 
nature, that it cuts and tears to pieces whatever 
comes in its way, and occaſions violent Gripings, 
cold Sweats, Tremblings, Convulſions, &c. which 
Symptoms create uncommon T witchings and Vel- 
lifications on the fibrous and membranous Parts; 
and thus theſe Cryſtals or arm'd Balls, as ſo many

F & - M-Mithod of Carine 
Knives and Daggers, wound and ſtab the tender 
Coats of the Stomach, and all the Parts they paſs 
thro', whereby they erode i natural Mucus, tear 
off the Extremities of the Veſſels, and often draw 
Blood itſelf; and if they get fo far as the Capilla- 


ries in the ordinary Circulation, they muſt of ne- 
ceſſity ſtick there; whereupon a Stagnation of the 


Blood enſues, and the Part. inflames till it termi- 
nates in a Gangrene; and altho' they are, ſingly, 
ſmall, yet many in number, they, all toge- 
ther, often make a continued and incurable Mor- 
tification. However, when this corroſive Subli- 
mate is ſublimated again three times, it loſes its 
Corroſiveneſs and becomes a very fafe Medicine. 

Pat. Tho? you call it a fafe Medicine, I would 
not take it for any conſideration 5, for ſuppoſe it is 
not well ſublimated again, then J take a * 
or that my Conſtitution is not ſtrong enough to 
bear ſuch a violent Medicine, what's to be the 
conſequence ? Beſides, I have ſeen fo many P le, 
by this Sublimate, have loſt the Uſe of 
Limbs, their Sight, and Teeth, aild got paralytick 
Diſorders, and ſome loſt their Reaſon by it, that 

if you have no other Medicine to recommend to 
me, I would rather languiſh under my Diſorder. 

Phy. If you read the Book I gave you, you'll 
ſee the Medicine I am about to recommend 1s the 
ſafeſt that can be preſcribed, and is never attended 
with any ill Conſequence, 

Pat. I will : But, in the mean time, can you 
give me ſomething to relieve me from the Pain I 
have in making Water; and this Cordee, which 
plagues me molt confoundedly ? 

Phy. We have obſerved, that the ſharp Pain in 
making Water proceeds from the ſalt Urine paſſing 
over the Urethra, corroded with the Matter of a 
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' Pat. By what you ſaid, I zm convinc'd that | 
; che Force of a ſtimulating Matter is able to pro-

with an jpfected Miſtreſs, tho* ſhe be ſtrongly 
e the French Diſeaſe. I was always 
of opinion (ſays he) that there were Ways of pre- 
*. venting Ulcers ariſing from the Contagion ;, which 
Opinion is founded on the Knowledge of the 
Manner wherein the Diforder is gotten. For, as 
he obſerves, the Corruption is form'd by the ſa- 
nious Matter that is communicated, and which 
the Pores of the Glaus imbibe ; he juſtly thinks it 
therefore neceſſary to purge off the Corruption 
by ſuch a Medicine as will penetrate Leather, and 
afterwards either diſſipate, extract, expel, or ſub- 
due the Matter contained.

Phy. Peter Angelus who added Scholia and An- 
notatwns to Fallapiut s Book, entirely agrees with 
Fallopius in thinking that this Diſtemper may be 
prevented. He propoſes as a fure prophylactic Re- 
medy, not only in Man but in Woman, the uſe 
of a Piece of Linen dipt in a Decoction of much 
the ſame nature as that preſcrib'd by Falloprus, 


with which the Glans or Pudenda is to be cover'd 


immediately after Coition. And Monſieur Blegny, 
perfectly acquainted with the Subtlety of the 


Venereal Matter, in his Art of preventing the Ve- 


nereal Diſeaſe, ſays, its Power may be reſtrained 
by a Mixture of groſs Humours, and may be pre- 
vented by applying a COD on the Penis of 
a Man or Vagina of a Woman before Coition, 
provided it be conveniently extended on the Sur- 
face of theſe Parts, effectually to obſtruct the Pe- 
netration of the corroſive Matter; or by waſhing 
and cleanſing the Parts immediately afterwards, 
with Deterſives proper for that Purpoſe. 

Pat. By what you have ſaid, I perceive that 
this whole Scheme conſiſts in either waſhing of the 
corrupted. Matter, or in ftopping the Pores or In- 
terſtices of the Glans, Pops 6 it may hinder the 
penetrating of the Veſſels, or the Activity of the 
Venereal Matter; therefore I ſhall be very glad to 
know the Medicines propoſed by Monſieur Blegzy

Several other Authors, beſides the abovementioned, 
as Charles Mufitanus, and William Cockburn, have 
prov'd the Probability of preventing this Diſorder. 
But you muſt conſider, that if all Writers allowed 
an infallible Preſervative, and that People would 
have Senſe enough to follow their Directions, and 
keep themſelves free from the Venereal Infection, 
there would be but few Occaſions of looking into 
their Works, which would then become uſeleſs, 
and even diſappoint moſt of the Writers who want 
to make themſelves neceſſary to the World; for 
the more this Diſtemper is propagated, the more 
Reputation they expect by the Rules they preſcribe 
for the curing of it: Nay ſome have made ſuch 
Difficulty of this Doctrine of Preſervatives, parti- 
cularly Dr. Aftruc, that they even diſallow the 
Safety of a Cundum, or Lamb's Bladder. Well 
ſuppoſe (ſays Dr. Aftruc) the Bladder don't break, 
but remains entire thro* the whole AF, ſtill all is not 
ſafe, neither the Pubes or Groin are cover d; thoſe 
Parts therefore remain ſtill obnoxious to the ſpermatick 
Humour that flows from the Woman in the Af of 
Coition;, from whence if the Infection be receiv'd, 
there will be great Danger of having Buboes Jer 
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and a Pox contrafted. As if the Pubes or Groin 
were of the ſame ſpungy Subſtance as the Glans, 
or ſo apt to receive the Contagion ; and as if the 
Buboes did not proceed from the Depuration of the 
Maſs of Blood infected by the Diſtemper. There- 
fore you muſt not expect from any Author, nor 
from any Perſon whatſoever, who makes it his 
Buſineſs to cure this Diſorder, an Approbation of 
this Preſervative, it being his Intereſt to make the 
World beheve the contrary.

tenance: And therefore judge how many Enemies 
I ſhould in that Suppoſition bring upon myſelf ;

in Coition being then dilated in proportion as it 
ſwells, ſoon fuck in thoſe imperceptible Worms, 
which are very active and fruitful, feeding _ 
the Parts, where they are foſtered. And theſe 
Sentiments not only are conſiſtent with Reaſon, 
but prove to be true by Experiments, 

Pat. I ſhould think, if this Diſorder is occa- 


ſioned by Worms, as theſe learned Phyſicians ſay, 


they might very eaſily be ſeen by Microſcopes ; for 
the Liquor that flows in a Clap muſt be full of 
Worms, and I think that this muſt be the Expe- 
riment you mean. | 

Phy. This Experiment I have made, and can 
demonſtrate it to you (not by obſerving the Liquor 
that comes out in a Gonorrbæa, as Dr. Robinſon 
has improperly done, which Liquor is an Effect of 
the corroding Worms that ſtimulate the Glands in 
the Urethra, and not the communicating Matter) 
by putting a little quantity of Pus, taken from an 
Ulcer of the Yard of a Venereal Patient, into a 
Microſcope, where you may ſee a great quantity of 
Worms arifing from the Ulcer ; which Worms 
furniſh'd the communicating Matter in a Go- 
norrbæa, and produe'd the very Pus; in the ſame 
manner as a Spaniſh Fly, apply'd to the Skin, 
furniſhes the Pus ſo viſible in a Bliſter ; whereas 
at the ſame time the Fly which occaſion'd the Pas, 
is no ways perceptible on its Diſcharge. 

Pat. I fee, very plain, a quantity of little 
Worms mixed in that thick ſcabby Humour, and, 
without any more Arguments, I am convinced by 
this viſible Experiment, that this Diſtemper comes

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hend how an infected Perſon, whoſe ulcerated, 
Parts, fwarm with Worms, may eaſily communicate 
them in conjunction when the Pores are open, as 
you have obſerved, and from the time that the 
Worms have penetrated into the Parts of either 
Sex, they may multiply there when they find a 
Diſpoſition for it, and the Diſeaſe may make its 
in proportion. 

Phy. It is juſt ſo: And if Lice and Crab-lice 
are contracted by approaching, and are ſoon mul- 
tiplied, ad infinitum, much rather may the Pocky 
Worms be introduced into the Parts of either Sex, 
and multiply there 'more eaſily, inaſmuch as the 
Liquids filtred there are proper Materials for Ma- 
trices, and conducive to their ſpeedy Generation; 
and the ſame Worms which ravage the Glaus or 
Prepuce in the Urethra in Men, and the Glandulæ 
Vaginales in Women, may form Shanters and Go- 
norrbæas, and all the Symptoms peculiar to the 
Venereal Diſeaſe ; and therefore it is not abſurd to 
aſſert, that the Venereal Diſorder is a vermicular one, 


as the Itch, Plague, and other epidemical Diſorders. 


Pat. By your way of reaſoning, I very eaſily 

hend how all the Symptoms in the Vene- 
real Diſorder may be occaſioned by theſe Worms: 
But the only Difficulty that remains to me is this, 
that I have obſerved that ſome who have had com- 
merce with infected Perſons without any appearance 
of Harm, had nevertheleſs twelve or fifteen Years 
after manifeſt Symptoms of the Pox ; for 1 ſhould 
think, that if Worms were the occaſion of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, as ſoon as theſe Worms are intro- 
duced into the Parts of Generation, they would di- 


rectly multiply, and make ſome Breach at the 


Places they enter, whilſt the Clap or Pox ſhew 
themſelves in a few days ; nor would they lurk in 
the Blood fo long a time without any Appearance 
whatſoever.

P;y. I may very eafily prove, from this very 
Suggeſtion of yours, that the Venereal Diſtemper 
is occaſioned by Worms, and may lurk in the 
Blood for a conſiderable time without making any 
Appearance; the Reafon is, becauſe the good 
2 of the Blood, or the Elaſticity of the So- 
s, may hinder the Worms from increaſing ſo 
much as to produce manifeſt Symptoms; but 
when Age or Exceſs the Conſtitution is 
weakened, they have an Opportunity of multi-

Phy. This common Diſeaſe takes its Riſe from 
a Seroſity of crude Chyle in the Maſs of Blood, 
which ſeparates itſelf in the Glandules of the inter- 
nal or external Orifice- of the Womb; and it is 
more or leſs troubleſome in Proportion to the Sharp- 
neſs of the Serum. Sometimes this Diſeaſe is oc- 
caſioned by a long and habitual Grief and Melan- 
choly, ſometimes by the Stagnation of the Liquor 
which Women are wont to caſt forth in the Act of 
Enjoyment.

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he was not a Phyſician, he ſaid that he could cure 
me: He kept me under cure four Months, in 
which time I took a great quantity of Medicines, 
and it coſt me a great Sum of Money. At length, 
tho* the Symptoms of the Clap diſappeared, this 
Gleet remained; I have taken ſeveral Medicines 
for it, but all proved ineffectual. 

Phy. It often happens, under a Gonorrbæa, that 
the Seminary Veſſels or Proſtate are ſo relaxed by 
improper Medicines, that a Seminal Slillicidium or 
Gleet iſſues, and becomes habitual. 

Pat. I would beg to know from you the Na- 
ture and Cauſe of a Gleet. 
| Phy. A Gleet is produced by a two-fold Defect 
of the Orifices of the excretory Ducts, when they 
are too wide and too much dilated, conſtantly 
opening into the Urethra; and when by the Slug- 
giſhneſs of the Parts they are too weakly con- 
ſtringed, whereby they are too much relaxed, and 
retain not the Seed ſufficiently, and from thence 
ariſcs a perpetual Diſcharge, which is often the con- 
ſequence of a long, continued, violent, and fre- 
quent Gonorrbæa; for in a Gonorrbæa of a long 
Duration, the purulent Matter dilates the Emiſſa- 
ries from whence it flows by its Quantity, or cor- 
rodes them by its Acrimony, and by either means 

them beyond their due Proportion. 

Pat. The Deſcription is very plain ; but I ſhould 
be glad to know, if there is any other Caule be- 
ſides thoſe, which might promote this Geer. 

Phy. Either by the ſaid Cauſes the Gleet is for 
the moſt part encourag'd, or by violent purgative 


Medicines, that by irritating the Seminary Veſſels 


and Proftate, prompt them to a frequent and al- 
moſt continual Contraction ; or by the Diſorder of 
the Proſtate and Seminal Receptacles, if they have 
an acute Senſation from a continued Inflammation, 
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by that means they become ſubje& to frequent 
C onvulſions, whence the * is con- 
tinually puſhed forward and diſcharg d. 

Pat. I think this is my Caſe, and that I have 
taken too much Phyſick ; and I don't doubt but 
] have ruined my Conſtitution, beſides having this 
Diſorder.

Nothing can be worſe for a Scurvy ; and 
I may fay, *tis as bad for the Scurvy as it's good 
for the Pox, particularly when the Mouth and 
Gums are affected, as tis then highly impro 
the Patient ſhould be ſtifled by the Flux of Hu- 
mours towards the Mouth, already ulcerated, livid, 
putrify*d, and grown fungous; for as ſoon as 
ever the Heat and Exulceration of the Mouth 
happens, (as it does in a Mercurial Unction) not 

y the half rotten Gums, but the Fauces and 
Part of the Palate, are ſubject to be eaten into 
and corrode with phagedznic Ulcers, which ſhortly 
end in a Gran ; 

Pat. I don't wonder then there are ſo many 
People injured by Salvation : And as the Scurvy 
in this Country is ſo common, and has Symptoms 
ſometimes reſembling the Venereal Diſeaſe, it 
ſhould be carefully examined into, leſt the Medi- 
cines proper for the one ſhould be preſcribd for 
another, and fo ruin the Patient labouring under 
a different Diſtemper; and this might have been 
my Caſe, if I had not adviſed further than with 
the firſt Perſon I ſpoke of. But, Doctor, I ſhould 
be glad to know why the Scurvy is ſo rife amongſt 
us? 

Phy. The Scurvy in theſe Iſlands, where the 
Air is groſs and impregnated with the Saltneſs of 
the Sea, and eſpecially in the Northern Parts, is 
an endemick Diſtemper, as it is alſo in moſt Places 
open to the North, in marfhy wet Countries, and 
near the Sea. It is chiefly occaſioned by animal 
Food, Fiſh or Fleſh, which abound much with 


animal 
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animal alkaline Salts, and by an infufficient Commi- 
nutian of the ſaline Particles, when the Action of 
the Solids bas not been ſufficiently z and by 
an inſufficient Excretion of them, when the Dif- 
charge by inſenſible Perſpiration, has not been fo 
copious as it ought to have been, by reaſon of the 
Coldneſs or Moiſture of the Air. Hence it ſeems 
that the Scurvy is more frequent in the northern 
Climates and Iſlands which are cold and moiſt, 
than in the more ſouthern ones which are warm 
and dry. The unwholſome Fumes alſo of Houſes 
newly plaiſter*'d contribute towards it: As alſo 
the Air, pent up in narrow Caves and Dens, where 
the Sun cannot enter. Thoſe People are the moſt 
ſubject to the Scurvy, who feed for a long time 
together on falt Fleſh Meat, which thereby be- 
comes hard and viſcid, and in a manner indige- 
ſtible, at leaſt cannot be brought to a proper de- 


gree of Fluidity. Next to theſe, are ſuch as drink 


great Quantity of ſtrong Wines, who are fond 
of ſpiritous Liquors and Drams, inaſmuch as the 


\ ſaline fulphurous Particles, abounding in theſe Li- 


quors, contaminate the nutritious Juices with per- 
nicious Rancidity. We may alſo add, thoſe who 
indulge themſelves in eating Pickles to an Ex- 
ceſs, and other high Sauces, with a great deal of 
Vinegar," inaſmuch as Acids of all Sorts very 
much contribute to the Production of the Hypo- 
chondriac Diſtemper, which is ſo near akin to 


the Scurvy, that it ſeems to differ from it, but in 


a very few Degrees. The Scurvy may likewiſe 
be cauſed by bad Drinks, ſuch as unwholſome 
Waters of various kinds, corrupted, ſtagnating, 
blackiſh, thick, heavy Malt Drink, and bad 
Wines. | | | 
Pat. Do you think, Doctor, that all forts of - 

people are liable to the Scuryy ? 
1 Phy. 
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But pray, Doctor, what muſt be the Cure of it? 
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Phy. Such as live in a nice and delicate Manner, 
and uſe no Exerciſe, are more ſubject to this Dif- 
temper than laborious working People : Wo- 
men are more ſubject to it than Men; thoſe who 
live in Cities and great Towns, more than thoſe 
who live in the Country; ſtudious and ſedentary 
People, more than the active and ſtirring. 

Pat. I believe this Diſorder came on by hard 
drinking, and eating falt Meat, which I like moſt. 


Phy. When the Scurvy is thoroughly con- 
firmed and has taken root, it is ſeldom cured, 
and can be only palliated ; for it is impoſſible to 
bring the Blood, when it 1s wholly corrupted, to 
its natural State of Purity. 

Pat. Well, I ſhould be glad, however, to do 
all in my Power to remove it, and, if I cannot 
entirely ſucceed, I hope in ſome meaſure to be 
relieved: For, to tell you the Truth, I am aſha- 
med to appear in Company with my Face and 
Hands in ſo miſerable a Condition: Therefore I 1 
ſhall be obliged to you, if you'll preſcribe me- 
ſome Medicine for it. J 

Phy. Several Medicines are recommended by 
Phyficians who have wrote on this Diſorder ; but 
I have taken another Method from theirs to cure 
it, by which (under God) ſeveral People have 
been reſtored to their Healths. I ſhall firſt men- 
tion my Method, then the Preſcriptions of the 
other Phyſicians, and ſhall leave it to you to take 
which you moſt approve. 

Pat. Thank you, Doctor, your Impartiality 
gives me a better Opinion of — But what is 
your Method ?

1 ſhould be glad to know what other Phy- 
ſicians preſcribe for the Scurvy ? | 

Phy. Barbette, Deckers, Charleton, Dolezus, Eu- 
galenus, Wills, Pitcairn, Etmullgg, and other fa- 
mous Phyſicians for the moſt agree, that 
Milk is one of the beſt Medicines for this Diſor- 
der; for which Reaſon they recommend a Milk 
Diet, which in time will cure the Scurvy; or half 
a Pint of Milk with half a Pint of the Decoction 
of Guaiacum Wood, every Morning and Evening ; 
but, as I before ſaid, ſeveral Symptoms attend 
this Diſorder, and for the Cure of each particu- 
lar Medicines are preſcribed : On this Account, 
my Method which prevents the Neceflity of a ſe- 
parate Preſcription for each Symptom, has beer 
ſerviceable to ſeveral People; but I cannot ſay 
that even this is a general Method for all the 
Symptoms of the Scurvy ; thoſe I have men- 
tioned are the moſt general Medicines in uſe : Be- 
ſide theſe, are the purging mineral Waters, ſuch 
as thoſe of Epſom and Bath, where I have ſent 
teveral Patients, who have received great Benefit 
by them. I know ſeveral poor People to whom 
I have preſcribed Brimſtone, the Quantity of a

Phy. As the Infection does not depend on one 
alone but on two, the Agent and Patient, for both 
rogether contribute to it, according to the Condi- 
tions of the infected or communicating Perſon, 
and of the ſound or recipient; it follows that it 
is not to be conſidered in one alone, but in both : 
The Man in whom the Venereal Poiſon lurks, 
may infe& a ſound Woman, if by Nature or Diſ- 
poſition, or manner of lurking, ſhe be of ſuch a 45 
Temper and Habit of Body, that the Force of it 
which may be inſufficient to produce any Effect in 
the Blood of the infected Man, may yet be capa-

In the Eyes and Parts belonging to them 
there are many Humours, as we have obſerved, 
deſigned for different Uſes with which the Vene- 
real Poiſon is uſed to mix. The vitreous and 
febaceous Humour that ifſues from the Eye-lids 
with which their Rims are moiſtened, when it is 
ſecreted in too great Quantities, occaſions blear 
Eyes. The lymphatic, pituitary Humour that is 
expreſſed from the whole external Face of the 
Cornea and Conjundtiva in exceeding fine Drops 
to lubricate the Bulb of the Eye; the lacrymal 
| Humour 
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the Venereal Diſeaſe. 

Humour that flows moſtly in ſmall Quantities, 
but ſometimes pretty largely from the Lacrymal 
Gland ſituated in the upper Part of the Orbit 
thoſe lymphatic Humours that are by Nature 
nearly related, conſtitute the Yitreous, Cryſtalline, 
and Aqueous Humours of the Eye. If any of 
which Humours is inſpiſſated by the Acidity of 
the Venereal Poiſon it will ſtagnate in its Lacunæ, 
which will dilate into hard, round, or oval Tu- 
bercles upon the Margin of the Eye-lids; from 
whence may ariſe what we call Chalazia, Gran- 
dines, Hordeola of the Eye-lids : But if from the 
Acrimony of the Poiſon it ſhall acquire a corro- 
five Faculty, by corroding the Oriſices of its ex- 
cretory Ducts, it will bring on ſmall Ulcers or 
ulcerous Puſtules upon the Rim of the Eye-lids, 
And from hence proceed Inflammations, Lippitudo, 
Thickneſs, Roughneſs, Callofity, Fracoma, &c. 

In the ſame manner, if the ſebaceous Humour 
of the Gland, that appears in the greater Canthus 
of the Eye, ſhall be affected with the Venereal 
Poiſon from its Thickneſs, it will ſtagnate and di- 
late its Receptacles, from whence will proceed a 
Diſtenſion and Inflammation of the Gland : From 
whoſe Acrimony it will become corroſive, and

tainted with the Poiſon by growing thick, it will 
dilate its Ducts into ; why 
ftraitening the Paſſages

ſmall Phagedænic Ulcers ; from whence will pro- 
cred an ulcerous Ophthalmia, which is the moſt 
ſtubborn of all. 

Thus if the viſcid Humour of the ſame kind 
that iſſues out from the Lacune of the Cornes 
being infected with the ſame Porfon, ſhall become 
thick, and ſtagnate, it will fo fill out its Ducts, 
that the whole Cornea, or ſeveral points of the 
Cornea, will become opake ; hence 
comata, Albugines, or Nubecalz; but if it ſhall 
ſtagnate on a ſudden and in great Plenty, it will 
ſo inflate its Ducts, that they will all rife up into 
ſmall Tubercles or milliary Papulæ, with a ſlight 
Inflammation and Senſe © of Heat ; from whence 
proceeds a PhlyZenz of the Cornea. 
theſe Papulæ fhall be by degrees corroded by the 
Acrimony of the Humour, there will be fo 
circular, hollow, Phagedenic Ulcers formed, which 
will end in fubborn Ulcers, if they are not quickly 
remedy'd. 

It muſt be acknowledged, that the Lacrymal

for though I heard from ſeveral Perſons, that 
this was the Cauſe of his Blindneſs ; never- 
theleſs I could not believe it till now that I am 
convinced of it. But, Doctor, I ſhould be very 
glad if you would explain to me, how the Diſor- 
der in mine ariſes from a Venereal Cauſe ? 

Phy. I would not be underſtood, as if the Dif. 
orders of the Eyes in all Perſons were owing to a 


Venereal Cauſe ; but as the Eyes are compoſed 
of ſo many Veſſels of ſuch a tender and delicate 


Nature, they are ſubject to a great many Diſeaſes 


from different Cauſes, ſome of which are Vene- 
real; which when we perceive, we are obliged to 
treat them in a manner applicable to their Nature. 
Now in your Caſe, where the Diſorder of the 
Eycs is joined with other Symptoms that proceed 
from a Venereal Inſection, it leaves us no room to 
doubt what it is. And as the Gonorrhea, that 
you had eight Years ago, was improperly cured, 
and the Diſeaſe broke out again without any new 
Cauſe, and you complain of Pains in your Bones 
and Head; as hkewiſe your Wife has had fre- 
quent A4bertions with the Hþites ; theſe are all de-

Piat. If you could ſhew me, that the Rheu-

. Phy. It is very common that a Perſon infected 
with the Venereal Diſeaſe, has violent Pains in the 
Night- time, ' eſpecially in Bed, when the Body 
grows hot by being cover'd, and when the muſ- 
cular and membranous Parts are affected with a 
kind of Rheumatick Pain; for the three Hu- 
mours which are prepared by Nature to facilitate 
the Motion of the Joints, give eaſy Admittance 
to the Venereal Infection, whilſt the muſcular Mu- 
cilage with which the external Part of the Muſcles 
is moiſtened renders it pliable. 

From the Synovia, or Mucilaze of the Joints

Phy. Many- of the Symptoms of the Venereal 
Diſeaſe are ſo common to other Diſeaſes, that they 
ſeem to have no better right to belong to one 
than the other ; neither are they any more Indica- 
tions of the one than the other, which makes it ſo 
difficult and uncertain to determine the State of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe : Beſides, the Nature of it is 
ſuch, that when it is once contracted, it accommo- 
dates itſelf in ſuch a manner to the natural Habit 
of the Patient, that it imitates the Diſeaſes with 
which he has been before afflicted. If any one, 
for Inſtance, has had a Diſorder in his Lungs, 
Head, Eyes, Liver, c. upon the Reception of 
the Venereal Infection, he will be again diſordered 
in the fame Places, but in a more violent man- 
ner: Hence it is that there is not the leaſt Suſpi- 
con of a new Diſeaſe, and the Patient is thought 
to languiſh under his former Diſtemper, which 
weakens him by its Increaſe.

Boxes of Pills are always ſufficient to perform a 
Cure, nor are four Boxes always neceſſary in this 
Method ; for in this Method of curing a Pox we 
are not confined, as in Salivation, to ſuch a Quan- 
tity of Mercury; I have had Patients who have

Scruple more of Mercury is convey'd into the Blood 
than by taking three Pills, which latter Number 
may not convey above half that Quantity on ac- 
count of the want of a ſufficient purgative Force : 
It is plain that the Force which the Mercury may 
exerciſe in the firſt Caſe bears the ſame Proportion 
that Five does to Two. Secondly, in the ine- 
uality of the Space intervening between each Doſe, 
for if the Doſe was repeated every other Day, 
which is a ſmall Interval not exceeding Forty- 
eight Hours, the Quantity of Mercury thereby con- 
vey*d to the Blood will be the greater: For you 
muſt conſider that tho* the Mercury is mixt with 
a purgative Medicine in Pills, which is fo contriv'd 
as to inſinuate itſelf into the Blood, it is not all 
carry*d off with the purgative Ingredients, but the 
greater Part of it is mixt with the Blood, where it 
remains till it has perform'd its Courſe. On the 
other hand in the latter Caſe, if the Pills are taken 
only on every fourth Day, or at longer Intervals, 
the Mercury will have time to diſappear between 
each Doſe, and conſequently the Quantity remain- 
ing in the Blood from all the Doſes, will be fo 
much the leſs. Thirdly, in the different Stay the 
Mercury makes in the Blood; for in the former 
Caſe the Quantity of Mercury taken in Thirty- two 
Days is intimately mixed with the whole Maſs of 
Blood, acts with its whole Force upon the Blood, 
and deſtroys the Poiſon : On the contrary in the 
latter Caſe, the ſame Quantity of Mercury that by 
the firſt Regimen is taken in Thirty-two Days, 
cannot in the latter be collected together till near 
three Months; and therefore cannot poſſibly exer- 
ciſe its whole Force upon the Blood as in the firſt 
Caſe it may: Therefore the Mercury taken in ſmall 
Quantities and at long Intervals and flow] y 2 
| O e 
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lected together in the Body, acts with leſs Force 
both on the Blood itſelf, and on the Poiſon that is 
mix'd with it; but when it is taken in ſufficient 
Quantities and repeated at ſhort Intervals, it pro- 
duces ſalutary and ſpeedy Effects; and if you be- 
heve that your Cure might be perſom d 5 
Pills in either of your Methods * 
you may as well imagine that a Wall kerry is eaſily 
broke down by a Cannon: ball, would equally be — 
ſtroyed by Bullets of a ſmaller ſize, whoſe whole 
collected Weight ſhall be equal to the Weight of 
the Cannon-ball, and which are ſhot forth with the 
ſame Force, but ſucceſſively one after the other. 
Pat. Well, with reſpect to your firſt Poſition I 
am ſufficiently convinced by your Reaſons; but 
pray eed to your Poſition that the Mercury 
ſhou*d remain in the Blood a certain time when con- 
vey' d thither, to produce the defign'd Effect. 
Phy. As to the ſecond, I allow that the Blood 
is carried through the Body ſeveral times in the 
ſpace of an Hour, but this is only true when I 
ſpeak of the large Veſſels ; for I deny that its Courſe 
is equally ſwift in its progreflive Motion through 
the ſmall Veſſels, and fo often repeated through 
them. The Mercury admitted into the Blood is 
very readily diſtributed through the larger Veſſels, 
but it does not follow that it is diſtributed with like 
Velocity through the moſt intricate Ducts of the 
Glands and Viſcera, where the Cauſe of the Diſcaſe 
chiefly lies: But ſuppoſing that the Mercury is dif- 
tributed through the ſmalleſt of theſe Veſſels with 
wonderful Swiftneſs, ſhall we from thence conclude 
that it will have the wiſh'd-for Effect in an Inſtant? 
By no means; for before the Venereal Infection can 
be cured, every ſmall Drop of Blood mutt be ſe- 
parated and rarify'd from the Venereal Poiſon; all 
the inmoſt Receſſes of the Yi/cera, Glands, and 
Medulla 
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Medulla of the Bones, mult be ſearched ; all the 
Obſtrudtions muſt ſuffer a certain Diſſipation, for 
the Performance of which a due time 1s required, 
and longer than is imagined ; therefore 
there muſt be certain Bounds and Rules obſcrved 
in this Method, and in taking theſe Mercurial 
Pills, as well with ref _ a Ts Quantity, and 
the proper Manner of taking them, as with re- 
to "ds Length of Time neceſſary to continue 
taking em; and if thoſe Rules are obſerved, 
they will certainly perfect the Cure in a much 
ſhorter ſpace of Time, and with little Trouble 
to the Patient. But if theſe neceſſary Rules ſhould 
be quite neglected, though the Mereurial Pills 
will give no Diſturbance, nor produce any bad 
Confequences, yet they will not work a Cure; of 
if they ſhould, it will be a very im mperfect one; 
and therefore I muſt conclude, that if you have 
not ſucceeded in the Cure, the Misfortune appa- 
rently arofe from the ill Uſe of the Medicines 
and an improper Management, rather than from 
the Remedy itſelf: For ſeveral Medicines in the 
Hands of an ignorant Man are Poiſon, whilſt in 
the Hands of the skilful and experienced Practi- 
tioner they muſt be allowed moſt excellent and 
uſeful in their Effects; e, g. Opium, Hellebore, 
Mercurins, and many others, are in ſome Senſe al- 
lowed to be poiſonous ; pernicious even when given 
is wel to the fluid as to the

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Pat. By what you have ſaid, I am ſatisfied I 
could not have expected a Cure from the negli- 
gent manner I conducted myſelf in, contrary to 
the neceſſary Rules; for I was irregular in m 
Diet, as well as in the taking of the Pills, in re- 
ſpect to the Quantity, and as to the proper Times 
of taking them: And I am now determined to 
begin again to take them ſo as to obſerve your Di- 
rections with the greateſt Exactneſs, and doubt 
not but I ſhall be ſpeedily cured. But, pray, 
Doctor, in what time do you think I may expect a 
Cure? 

Phy. You muſt continue to take the Pills till 
all the Venereal Symptoms you complain of diſ- 
appear ; for there is no other Rule by which we 
can judge that the Dyſcraſ of the Blood is cor- 
reed, the Infection deſtroyed, and the Cauſe of 
the Diſorder thoroughly removed. 
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Pat. Sg IR, I am oblig'd to apply to you. I had 
the Misfortune to get the Venereal Diſ- 

order about five Months ago, which began with a 
Clap; it then broke out in an Ulcer on the top of 
my Yard, and another upon the Skin of my Yard. 
I apply'd to a Quack, who gave me ſome Phy- 
ſick, but without effect; and at length, while the 
Running continued, made me uſe an Injection, 
which ſtopped it, but left a great Pain that I felt 
in the Inſide of my Yard, and afterwards my Groin 
began to ſwell, and a Bube began to appear, and 
my Throat became very fore; and I fear theſe 
Breakings-out in my Face, and ſeveral Parts of my 
Body, ariſe from this Diſorder. I nave: loſt my 
: Appetite, 
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Appetite, my Head akes continually, and I am 
reduced to a very bad ſtate of Health, as you may 
eaſily perceive. 

Phy. I ſee you have Ulcers in your Threat, and 
on the Glands and Foreskin of your Yard, and a 
Bubo; beſides an Eruption in ſeveral Parts of your 
Body, with ſeveral Spots at the Root of your 
Hair, by which Symptoms, there is no doubt bur 
that you are poxed : What do you think of a Sa- 
livation ? 

Pat. Sir, I will put myſelf intirely into your 
Care, and will do any thing you think proper, to 
be cured. 

Phy. Well, if fo, you muſt prepare yourſelf, 
as ſoon as poſſible, for this is the proper time of 
the Year to adminiſter the Mercurial Unction. 

Pat. Is there any particular time of the Year 
for Salivation? I thought all the Months in the 
Year were alike proper for that. 

Phy. All times in the Year are proper for a Sa- 
livation, when we cannot avoid it; but we never 
chooſe to ule it in the middle of Summer, or middle 
of Winter; but now in April it is a very good time 
for you to go under it. 

Pat. What would be the Inconvenience, pray, 
in falivating in the middle of Winter, or middle of 
Summer ? 

Phy. We don't uſe to falivate in the middle of 
Winter, for fear that the Pores being cloſed up 
ſhould reſiſt Perſpiration, and that by the ſudden 
Cold the Perſpiration and Salivation being ſtopped, 
ſhould occaſion a violent Cough ; and in the Sum- 
mer, the Blood being too much heated, and put 
into too violent a Motion by Mercury, ſhould be- 
come too thin, and by the relaxed Pores of the 
Skin Perſpiration ſhould be too great, beſide the 
vaſt Loſs of Spirits, in which caſe dangerous Per- 
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turbations and a feveriſh Orgaſmus 8 be raiſed 
in the Blood, from any ſlight Cauſe, with great 
Danger to the Patient, 

Pat. What fort of Preparation is neceſſary ? I 
thought there was no neceſſity of any Preparation; 
for I know a Gentleman who was falivated at once, 
without any Preparation or Unction. 

Phy. There are many ways of raiſing a Saliya- 
tion or Spitting-courſe. It may be done by inter- 
nal Remedies, by giving the Patient half a 
or fifteen Grains of Calome!, with a little Conſerve 
of Reſes, in the Morning, and the like Doſe ax 
Night, and in four or five Days the Patient begins 
to have fore Chops, and to ſpit ; and if the Flux 
is inconſiderable as to its Quantity, in a few days 
after we give him again one Scruple of Calomel 
at Night, and we repeat it for two or three Nights, 
and in all about half an Ounce, till the Spitting 
goes forward of itſelf, which may in about 
twenty- one Days; which Method is performed 
without any Preparation. Another way we have 
of Salivating by Unction, which is the moſt cer- 
tain nd uſual Method ; in this there is 2 
precedent P tion, more or leſs, ing to 
the Quality of the Diſtemper, and the Conſtitu- 
tion of the Patient: And tho? ſeveral Phyſiciam 
come to a Mercurial Unction, without preparing 
the Blood before, nevertheleſs, in the Pox, and in 
the manner of Salivating, I follow the Sentiments 
of Dr. Aruc, taking him for my Guide; there- 
fore I think it's neceſſary for you firſt to be let 
Blood to-morrow 8 in either of your 
Arms, to the twelve Ounces, and 
then at Noke Ton you Toad take the following

Pray, is any particular Diet to 
be obſerved ? 

Phy. Yes; you muſt obſerve a temperate, 
moiſt, cooling Diet; eating white Meat, as 
Chicken or Veal thoroughly drefs'd; and muſt 
abſtain from Wine, Venery, and violent Exerciſe. 
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Pat. 81 R, I have performed every thing you 
have ordered me. I was bled, I took a 

Glyſter, and the Purging- Medicine, which operated 
very well, and I have been in the warm Bath fix 
times. | 

Phy. Well, as you are a plethorick Man, I 
think it neceſſary you ſhould be bled again, and 
purge as you did before. 

Pat. Pray, Doctor, what do you mean by 
being a plethorick Man? I don't underſtand this 
Term. 5 


Phy. A plethorick Man ſignifies a Man whoſe 
Veſſels are more full of Humours than is 
to a natural State of Health, which ariſes either from 
a Diminution of ſome natural Evacuations, or from 
Debauchery, and feeding higher, and taking more 
in Quantity than the ordinary Powers of the Viſcera 
can digeſt. 

Pat. Is any thing elſe to be done after Bleeding 
and Purging the — time? 

Phy. Yes, you muſt repeat Bathing twice after 
the Purge; then we ſhall begin the Mercurial 
Unction. 

Pat. Pray, Doctor, do you prepare every bod 
for a Salivation in the ſame Ay N 

Phy. No; for as I told you before, we muſt 
conſider the Nature of the Diſeaſe, the Conſtitu- 
tion and Strength of the Patient, and whether the 
Patient at the fame time be afflicted with any other 
Diſorder, as a Fever, Pleuriſy, Dropſy, violent 
S8chirrbus in the Liver, Spleen, or Uterus ; a Con- 
ſumption, Hs.

Phy. If Salvation was in that manner uſed, it 
would add Diſeaſe to Diſeaſe, and throw the Pa-

Pat. From what I perceive then, Salivation is a 
nice Operation, and muſt require a very good 
Phyſician to perform it in the manner it ſhould be 
done; and I believe the Reaſon many People die 
under a courſe of Salivation is, becauſe they put 
themſelves into the Hands of an unskilful Perſon. 
Phy. Sir, I ſhall ſoon wait on you again.

Pat. F HAVE been bled, and have taken ano- 
ther Doſe of Phyſick, as you order'd. I 
have been in the Bath twice within theſe two Days 
paſt, but have ſtill a ſhooting Pain in my Groin, 
which ſwells ſo much as to hinder me from walk- 
ing, and is my greateſt Complaint at preſent; and 
I ſhould be glad to know from you the Nature 
and Cauſe of a Bubo, and — 1 one, for I 
know by Obſervation, that not every one who is 

poxed has a Bubo. 
Phy. — FRE Buboes come after im- 
Coition, which are Tumours of the conglo- 
— or Lymphatic Glands, that are ſituated in the 
Groin ; they are painful, hard, and tending to 
Suppuration, and ſometimes are in both Groins, and 
give ſome ſmall Pain in walking, and if handled 
grow larger. The Tumours increaſe by degrees, 
and grow hard and tenſe; they have an acute 
Senſe of Pain, and the Patient finds his Difficulty 
m 
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m walking to increaſe as the Buboes increaſe, which 
are of different Figures, orbicular, long, or round, 
ſometimes bigger and ſometimes ſmaller than an 
Egg; ſome proceed immediately after impure Co- 
pulation, as before obſerved ; others accompany a 
Genorrhea, that is ſuddenly ſtopped ; ſome attend 
cancerous Ulcers of the Yard ; others ariſe ſpon- 
taneouſly, without any immediate previous Coition, 
and are Signs of a Pox. 
Pat. I perceive that mine was occaſioned by ſt 


ping the Gonorrbæa improperly. But how do theſe 
Buboes arilc ? 

Phy. The Cauſe from whence Buboes ariſe is, 
that the Lymphe, which are conveyed to the In- 
guinal Glands from the neighbouring Parts, as into 
a common Reſervoir, and ought to flow through 
their Cells or Veſicles, in order to be carried off 
again, ſtagnate there, and cauſes that Swelling 
called a Bubo : But the Lymphe cannot 
and be fo accumulated in the Inguinal Glands, un- 
leſs they become thicker and more viſcid than 
uſual, which is the common effect of impure Coi- 
tion; the Lymph which circulates through the In- 
| ang Glands is rendered too thick and viſcid, and 

y being accumulated in thoſe Glands produces 
Venereal Buboes. 

Pat. I don't apprehend how the Venereal In- 
fection can be communicated to the Lymphe, ſo as 
to produce a Bubo ? 

Phy. After the infectious Matter is received, it 
can be eaſily communicated to the Jympbæ of the 
Tnguinal Glands by the lymphatick Veſſels that are 
fent to the ſaid Inguinel Glands ; and as in your Caſe, 
where the Genorrbea was ſuppreſſed by Injec- 
tion, the Seminary Veſicles, Cowper's Glands, and 
the Teſticles, muſt be ſwelled with corrupt Semen, 


ſome Particles of the Semen exhaling from m__ 
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vill be licked up by the refluent Lymwphe that flow 
from thoſe Receptacles, or from the Parts that 
lie over them, as from the Scratum and Perineum, 
and will be carried with it to the [ngwinal Glands, 
where they will quickly produce Buboes, unleſs a 
Paſſage be inſtantly opened by which the putri- 
fied Semen there impriſoned may be di 

Pat. But the Salivation will cure me, I hope, 
of this Bubo ? 

Phy. Yes, for that purpoſe I haſten the Saliva- 
tion, by which both the Bube and Por, from 
whence it ariſes, may be thoroughly cured. 

Pat. If fo, I beg you to make no more Delay, 
but begin the Operation, 

Phy. The Salivation muſt be performed in this 
manner. You muſt take two Drachms of Mer- 
curial Ointment rightly prepared, divide it into 
two equal Parts, and ſtanding before a good Fire, 
with your dry Hand rub your Feet very well, till 
the Ancles are red; then take a Drachm to each 
naked Hand of the ſaid Ointment, and rub well 
the Feet to the Ancles before the Fire till the Qint- 
ment is quite admitted, and the Skin grows quite 
dry, Aſter this you muſt cloſely cover up the 
anointed Part, which Covering you muſt keep on; 
when you have ſo done you muſt go into a warm 
Bed, where you muſt lie for two Hours, till the 
Ointment has penetrated deeper. 

Pat. And at what time would you have me to 
do this? 

Phy. In the Morning faſting; and you mult re- 
peat the Qperation a time; not the next 
Day, but the following, anoint from the Ancle to 
the top of the Calf of the Leg; and the fifth 
Day yau muſt perform the third Friftion from the 
Calf to the Buttocks ; and muſt remember to 
uſe four Drachms of Ointment each time, divided 
into 
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into two equal Parts, one of which is for each ſide 
of your Body ; and after the fifth Day I ſhall come 
and fee you again, and give you further Directions 
how to proceed. 

Pat. Are there any Rules to be obſerved by me 
in the Diet? 

Phy. Yes, you muſt, from the firſt Friction, 
keep yourſelf in a moderate warm Chamber ; and 
muſt not drink Wine nor Malt Liquor, nor eat ſo- 
lid Meats ; your Diet muſt be Broth, or very light 
Feod ; and for your Drink you muſt have a De- 
coction of Barley made with Liquorice, of which 


you mult drink plentifully.

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Phy. WE LL, Sir, have you obſerv'd all the 
Directions I gave you at my laſt Viſit? 
Pat. I have performed every thing you ordered. 
I began the firſt Friftion from the Feet to the 
Ancles, the ſecond from the Ancles to the top of 
the Calf, and the third from the Calf to' the But- 
tocks. I have been for two Hours after the 
Friction in Bed, warm, and wrap'd myſelf up 
with Flannel, to keep the anointed Parts warm. 

Phy. How do you find yourſelf now ? 

Pat. Very indifferent ; Iam very faint, my Head 
is very heavy, and J have great Pains in my Gums 
and Teeth. | 

Phy. Pray open your Mouth : I don't ſee your 
Tongue and Gums begin to be red and inflamed, 
nor any Signs of Pyali/m coming on yet; there- 
fore you muſt neceſſarily uſe another Friction to- 
morrow, from the Buttocks up the Lines and 
Back to the Neck, with five Drachms of the ſame 
Mercurial 
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Mercurial Ointment ; and muſt keep yourſelf 
wrap'd in a Flannel Shirt, according to the Rule 
preſcribed you before; and I will come and fee 


you again. 
Pat. All your Directions ſhall be obſerved with 
Exactneſs.

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Pat. I HAVE been rubbed with five Drachms 
of that Neapolitan Ointment yeſterday, from 
the Buttocks up the Loins and Back to the Neck, 
as | was before; ſoon after which I felt my Heart 
burn, my Head ake, the Pain in my Teeth in- 
creaſe ; and I ſpit very often, for I have fpit about 
three Pints within theſe twenty-four Hours. 
Phy. I fee your Tongue and Gums are red 
and inflamed ; and what you have ſpit is bay: Gong 
tenacious, viſcid and putrid Subſtance, which tho*® 
tis now, in the beginning, but three or four Pints 
a Day, after ſeven or eight Days of the Ptyali/n 
will increaſe to five or ſix Pints a Day. 
Pat. Pray, Doctor, can I eat any thing, for I 
am very thirſty and hungry ? 
Phy. Now, when the Spitting 1s promoted, you 
muſt obſerve a particular Diet; you muſt live intirely 
on Breths; and as you have no Fever, if you are 
hungry you may eat a poached Egg, at moſt. You 
muſt drink very plentifully of warm Ptiſan the 
Quantity of two or three Quarts every twenty-four 
Hours ; and whenever you have a mind to drink, 
you muſt firſt waſh your Mouth carefully with 
Ptiſan, for fear that the acrimonious viſcid Phlegm 
which ſticks in your Mouth ſhould be carried with 
the Liquor into your Stomach: And you may 
naw 
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now and then get up, and fit by the Fire in yout 
Chamber, which you muſt keep very warm. If 
you find yourſelf weak, and that you have not 
Strength enough, and are obliged to confine your- 
ſelf to your Bed, you ought, for the moſt part, 
to ſit up in Bed, inclining your Head forwards 
and if the want of Strength obliges you to lie 
down, you muſt lie prone as much as you can on 
your Face, and never venture to compoſe yourſelf 
to ſleep in any other Poſture.

and thought I ſhould have died under it. I have 
a tolerable Notion of all the Symptoms of a Pox; 
but it is almoſt impoſſible for me to underſtand 
how this Noiſe in my Ears and Deafneſs may ariſe 
from the Venereal Diſeaſe, as a Phyſician told me; 
therefore I am come on purpoſe to beg the favour 
of being informed how the Ears come to be af- 
fected by this Diſtemper, and in what manner; 
and alſo what Part of them is affected; for this 
Complaint in the Ears is very common to People 
who never had received any Venereal Injury; after 
which Explanation I hope, under God, with your 
Aſſiſtance, to be cured, and to recover my Hear- 
ing; eſpecially ſince you have given ſo many Proofs 
of your Knowledge in Phyſick. 

Phy. In order to ſatisfy your Cunoſity in this 
Particular, and to enable you to underſtand more 
clearly the Cauſe of your Diſorder in the Ears, I 
think it will be neceſſary to premiſe an anatomical 
Deſcription of them, which I think is what you 
require, | 

Pat. That is what I mean; for as I am unac- 
quainted with the Phyſical Terms, I ſhould not 
be able to reap the benefit of your Inſtructions, 
vithout the anatomical Deſcription which you are 
pleaſed to mention. 

Phy. As God has given the Eyes to act in the

| ©. be informed of what the Eyes can- 
ot diſcover, either in the Night for want of 
ight, or through the Interpoſition of ſome thick 
paque Body which the Sight cannot penetrate :

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And as the Eyes contemplate the wonderful Works 
of God, whereby the Mind may have an Idea of his 
Infinity; ſo the Ears are the Inlets, or Receivers 
of verbal Inſtruction in all Wiſdom and Science. 
At the ſame time we muſt admire the Providence 
that has given us them two in number, that if one 
fail, the other may ſtill ſupply us. 

Pat. The Anatomy ot the human Body, be- 
ſides being inſtructive, I think is very curious; 
but I interrupt you, be ſo good, Sir, as to pro- 
ceed. 

Phy. Some Parts of the Ears are outward to 
the View, ſome internal. The outward Part is 
called Auricula, which is only an aſſiſtant Inſtru- 
ment of Hearing, being ſpread like a Fan, and 
receives the Sounds: Its upper Part is called Ala 
or Pinna, the Ving; and its lower or ſoft Lobe 
uſually Iafima Auricu a. It has ſeveral Protube- 
rances, Eminences and Cavities: Its outermoſt 
Protuberance, that makes its Circumference from 
its Winding, is called Helix; and that which is 
oppoſite to it, Antbelix; but that next the Temple, 
becauſe in ſome it is hairy, is called Hircus or 
Tragus; and that which is oppoſite to it, to which 
the ſoft Lobe of the Ear is annexed, Antitragus, 
which likewiſe in fome is hairy. Its Cavities are 
three.: The inmoſt, becauſe of the yellow Ear- 
wax (as we call it) that is gathered in it, is named 
Alvearium, as alſo Meatus ; from its Tortuoſity 
or Winding, it is called Concha : The third is that 
betwixt the Helix and Anthelix, which has had no 
Name annexed to it. 

Pat. What does this Auricula contain? 

Phy. The conſtituent Parts of the Auricula are 
either cammon or proper; the common are Cuticula, 
Cutis, and Fat in the Lobe; the proper are the 
Muſcies, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, the com

I 
the Ear-wax is collected: This Cavity aſcends ſome- 
what with a Duct, that the vehement mpe- 1 
tus of Sounds may be a little infring'd before they . 

Monſicur Du Verney, in 
his Treatiſe of the Ear, fays, D

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of a Bone: The Skin that covers it, he ſays, is 
furniſhed with an infinite number of Glandules of 
a yellowiſh Colour, each of which has its Tube 
opening into this Meatus, by which they ſend that 
yellow, glewy Subſtance ordinarily found in it, 
Far- wax. Called Cerumen or Ear-wax, and hindering Inſects 
| from creeping into the Ear, entangle them like 
Bird-lime. Before its inner End is ſpread the Tym- 
Tympa- *Panum or Drum, which is nervous, dry, and al- 
mum. moſt round and pellucid, a Membrane of mot 
: exquiſite Senſe dividing the outer from the mner 
Ear, which ſprings from the Pericranium. It is 
very dry, that it might give the better Sound. It 
is ſtrong, that it ſhould the better endure external 
Injuries. It is inchaſed in a Channel or Rift made 
in the Circumference of the outer end of the Bone 
that joins to the Cartilage, which forms the largeſt 
part of the Meatus, and has a Cord that runs 
acroſs it behind, which ſome take for a 
to ſtrengthen it; but Du Verney ſays it is a Branch 
of the ſeventh pair of Nerves which ſupplies 
T wigs to the Muſgles that move the Tympanum ; 
for it has two Muſcles to move it. When it is 
The brit taken away there appears a Cavity on its Inſide, 
which by ſome is alſo called Tympanum, but by 
Du Verney, the Barrel: He ſays it is a quarter of 
an Inch long, and half an Inch wide; it is en- 
compaſſed round with Bone, and clad within 
with a Membrane that is interwoven with a great 
number of Veſſels. In this Cavity are contained 
Its four four little Bones that are moveable, and conduce 
tiucle Bones much to hearing. They have no Marrow in 
them, nor are covered with any Membrane or Pe- 
r1ofteum ; yet at their Extremities, where they are 
joined, they are bound with a ſmall Ligament one 
A liar to them- 
ves, they are as big in Infants as in grown 
Perſons; 
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Perſons; as are alſo the Bones of the Labyrinth 
and Cochlea, according to Veſtingius and Du Verney : 
The firſt is called Malleolus, the little Hammer; 1. Nall: 
it has a round Head, which is inarticulated into lus. 
the Cavity of the Anvil by a looſe Ligament : 

This Head is inſerted in a ſmall Neck or Handle, 
which reaching beyond the middle of the Tympa- 
num, adheres to it: About the middle it has two 
Proceſſes; one of which being ſhorter, but 
thicker, has the Tendon of the internal Muſcle in- 

ſerted in it; and the other being longer, but 
ſmaller, has the Tendon of the external inſerted in 
it; ſo that by this Bone the Tympanum is moved. 

The ſecond is called Incus, or the Anvil, having 2. Tncus. 
one Head and two Feet, being ſomewhat like one 
of the Grinding or Double-Teeth that has two 
Roots ; only one of its Feet is conſiderably longer 
than the other. The Head is pretty maſſy, 
having in the Top of it a little ſmooth Cavity 
which receives the Knob or Head of the Hammer; 
the ſmalleſt (but longeſt) Foot is tied to the Top

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It is tied by a flender Ligament to the ſide of the 
Stapes, where the Stapes is joined to the Incas. 
Du Verney ſays, that this Bone comes betwixt the 
long Foot of the Anvil and the Knob or Head of 
the Stirrup; and that on that fide, next the Head 
of the Stirrup, it is convex, being received into a 
little Cavity of the ſaid Head, on that fide next 
the Foot of the Anvil; it is ſomewhat hollow, 
receiving the ſaid Foot in itſelf. From the lower 
fide of the firſt inner Cavity wherein theſe Bones 
are contained, there is a round Meatus or Channel 
to the Palate of the Mouth, neat the Root of the 
Uvula, and another from its upper ſide that runs 
to the Cavity of the Noſtril.

Phy. All the Parts of the Auricula and Auris 


Hearing concur to the Senſe of Hearing, which is commu- 


A nicated by the various trembling Motions of the ex- 
ternal Air beating on the Tympanum, and thereby 
moving the internal Air, with the Fibres of the 
Auditory Nerve, is communicated to the common 
Senſory ; now Sound which is the Object of the 
Senſe of Hearing, is nothing elſe but a Quality 
ariſing from the Air, or Water beat upon and 
broken by the ſudden and vehement Concuſſion of 
ſolid Bodies: And the diverſity or greatneſs of 
ſuch a Sound, is diſtinguifted by the four Bones 
that ſtand on the inſide the Tynpanum, for as to 
the greater or lefs gentle, or harth Impulſe of the 
external ſonorous Air, (fl ing hike Waves, 
cauſed by a Stone thrown into the Water) the

Theſe two Du Verney reck- 
ons for Muſcles of the Malleus, and deſcribes a 
third belonging to the Stapes, (he ſays) it is hid 
within a Quill like a Cavity, formed in the Os Pe- 
troſum, almoſt at the Bottom of the Barrel, from 
whence it takes its Riſe. Its Belly is thick and 
carnous, and in a little ſpace it ends in a very looſe 
Tendon, which inſerts itſelf into the Head of the 
Stapes. The Cavity which contains the Belly of 
the Muſcle is about the ſixth Part of an Inch

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Pat. By this accurate Deſcnption you have given 
me of the internal and outward Parts of the Ear, 
I cannot but OY the admirable Wiſdom 
and Providence in Formation of the human 
Body ; and as your anatomical Delineation of the 
Parts has paved me the way to underſtand the Diſ- 
order of the Ears, now I ſhould be very glad to 
know how the Venereal Diſeaſe comes to produce 
a Noiſe in the Ears and Deafneſs. 

Phy. The Wax that is ſecreted in the Alvea- 
rium, or the Meatus Auditorius of the Ears, is the 
only Humour that is proper to them; and being 
ſulphureous and as viſcid as Honey, (on which Ac- 
count it ſeems nearly related to the Venereal Poi- 
ſon) it is ſeldomer affected than any other Fluid of 
the Body, becauſe it blunts the Venereal Acid by 
its innate Bitterneſs ; But ſometimes it partakes of 
the Infection, and hence ariſes the firſt Claſs of 
Venereal Diſeaſes that attack the Ears: Beſides the 
bony Cavity of the internal Ear and the various 
ſmall Bones that are concealed therein, are affected 
by the Pox with Exoftoſes, Hyperaſtoſes, and Caries, 
as well as the other Bones of the Body ; nay more 
frequently, at leaſt if the Fauces of the Tonſils are 
affected with Ulcers; becauſe part of the Air in 
the Act of Breathing being carried through the 
Enftachian Tubes or Aguæductus into the Cavities of 
the 7 , conveys with it great Numbers of 
virulent Mia ſinata, which it licks up in 
through” the ulcerated Places, and hence ariſes a 
ſecond Claſs of Diſeaſes that belong to the Ears. 
Therefore firſt the Wax of the Ears upon receiving 


Inflammation, and Pain will ariſe in the Meatus 
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Auditorius, which frequently terminates in an . 
ceſs : From hence becoming more acrimonious it 
will fo erode the internal Cavity of the Meatys, 
that it will be all foul'd with Fiſſures, Clefts, and 
fmall Ulcers in many Places, and with malignantTet. 
ters that frequently degenerate into ſtubborn Ulcer; 
From hence likewiſe will proceed a Diſcharge of 
Pus, Icbor, Sanies, &c. from the Ears. Secondly, 
the Bones of the internal Ear, beſides the gener 
Cauſes of Exaſtoſes and Hyperoſtoſes which they have 
in common with the other Bones of the Body, ar 
ſubject to theſe- Diſorders from Cauſes peculiar t 
themſelves, viz. from the foul Vapours that arif 
from the ulcerated Fauces, and penetrate into the 
internal Ear through Euſtacbhian Tubes, and infe& 
the Bones that they meet in their Paſſage with the 
virulent Miaſmata with which they are charged: 
Hence it comes that infected Perſons are frequently 
attack d with Exoftoſes in the bony Roof of the 
Tympanum, the Maſtoide Sinus, Labyrinth, &c. a 
with Hyperoftoſes of the four Bones of the Ear, 
the Incus, Malleus, Stapes, and Os Orbiculare: 
Theſe Bones enlarged by an Exaſtaſis or Hyperaſto- 
fs, are by degrees corroded by the virulent Lymph 


with which they are ſupply' d, and are eaten away 


by a ſlow Caries. Hence therefore it comes that that 
Pus, or rather a fetid ſtinking 7chor, will flow 
from the carious Bones upon the Tympanum, and 
having eat through the Membrane of the Tympa- 
num, will fall Drop by Drop from the Meatus Au- 
ditorius, and with the Pus ſometimes whole Bones 
will come out which are of ſervice in hearing, or 
at leaſt Fragments of them, or ſeveral ſmall Pieces 
of Bones that are eaten off from the bony Roof of 
the internal Ear. In the Pox the Blood frequently 
ſtagnates in the Head, which is occaſioned either 
by preternatural Tumours, or by the 9 or 
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Caries of either of the Tables of the Skull, which 
compoſed the upper or lower Part of the Cranium, 
from Nodes or Ganglia of the Pericranium or Me- 
ninges ; by Hydatis or Tubercles of the Plexus Cho- 
roides ; from a Scbirrbus of the Pituitary Gland 
which is ſituated in the Sella Equine; by an In- 
poſtumation or gummy Tumour of the Brain, Sc. 
Secondly, from a Stagnation of the Blood, whether 
it proceeds from the T hickneſs of the Blood alone, or 
from any of the Cauſes that I have enumerated, 
which may retard the Courſe of the Blood ; by the 
vitiated Thickneſs of the animal Spirits, from 
whence they are ſecreted in ſmaller Quantities, -and 
are lower in their Progreſs to the different Parts of 
the Body to which they are affign'd : Hence there- 
fore it neceſſarily follows that the Blood retarded 
in its direct Courſe ſhould turn into the lateral Ar- 
teries, which riſing from the Carotids go towards 
the internal Ear; hence all the Branches that creep 
through the internal Ear, and are ſituated near the 
Auditory Nerves, will be dilated, and their Vibra- 
tions will be ſo increas'd that by their repeated 
Strokes the Auditory Nerves, they will make 
the ſame Impreſſion upon the Ear, which is rais'd 
by the tremulous Motion of the Air on the P = 
tion of Sounds. Hence proceeds the falſe - 
tion of Sounds in the Ear, which will be ſometimes 
continual and acute, like hiſſing; ſometimes con- 
tinual and grave, like buzzing; ſometimes inter- 
rupted and intermitting, and is call'd tingling or 
ringing.

Some- 
times the Glandules of the Paſſages are mightily 
ſwoln, inflamed, and exulcerated, and occaſion a 
conſiderable burning Heat in the Ears, a ſtretch- 
ing and violent throbbing Pain, with a Redneſs 
ied ſometimes with a Fever, a Delirium, 
and convulſive Motion; in which Caſe the Tu- 
e inſenſibly diſcuſſed or ſup- 
3 di by Bleeding and Sudorificks, as 
2 Inflammations and Fomentations with 
Emollients and Diſcutients; or ſuppurated by ap- 
plying an Onion roſted under the Aſhes, Oil of 
Cham, &c. And when the Ulcer is broke, if the 
Matter that flows out is white and equal, c. it 
is better than if ſordid and ſanious, c. Ir is ſuf- 
ficient if only the Meatus Auditorius be kept clean, 
which may be done by waſhing it with Urine, and 
if the Ulcer is very fordid, there muſt be added to 
the Urine, the Juice of an Onion and Honey of Roſes. 
We have ſometimes obſerved, that the Pain in the 
Ears is occaſioned by Worms, in which caſe the 
Patient commonly feels a ſharp ſhooting Pain, 
with a fort of Gnawing. If the Worms, in this 
caſe, cannot be drawn out alive, they muſt be de- 
ſtroyed in the Place where they are. Warm Mill 
put into the Ears draws them out by its Sweet- 
neſs, ſo as to bring them forth. The Juice of 
Waormwood kills them, or at leaſt diſturbs them 
very much; but the Orl of bitter Almonds, with 
ſome Grains of Merc. Dulc. will quite deſtroy 
_ As to the Noiſe in the Ears, _—— 
is molt frequently chronick, very troubleſome, 
— total Deafneſs. It is ſeldom 
cured ; or if it be helped, it is apt to return again. 
But to give you an Idea of the Diſorder, 8 
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uſual Remedies, we muſt conſider in the firſt place, 
that this Noiſe varies according to the Cauſes 
which give riſe to it, and the Manner of the 
Sound : Sometimes it gives a tingling and hiſſing 
Noiſe, being occaſioned by the ſhaking of the ex- 
tended Membrane of the Drum or Labyrinth;

which it is ſeparated from all the other Parts, — 
admitting an Artery and Nerve to paſs in, and 
giving way to a Vein and excretory Canal to come 
out. Of this ſort are the Glands in the Brain, the 
Labial Glands, and Teftes. A conglomerate Gland 
is compoſed of many little conglobate Glands all 
ried together, and wrapped up in one common 
Tunicle or Membrane. Sometimes all their excre- 
tory Ducts unite, and make one common Pi 
thro* which the Liquor of all of them runs, „ 
Pancreas and Carotides do. Sometimes the Ducts 
uniting form ſeyeral Pipes which only communi- 
cate with one another by croſs Canals, and ſuch are 
the Breaſt, Others again have ſeveral Pipes with- 
out any Communication with one another, of 
which fort are the Glandulæ Lachrymales and Pro- 
ftate. And the fourth Sort is when each little 
Gland has its own excretory Duct through which it 
tranſmits its Liquor to a common Baſon as *

Glans is the Top or Bottom of the Penis, or 
that Part covered with the Prepuce or Fore-skin.

Explanation of the Phyſical Terme. 
Globules are ſuch ſmall Particles of Matter as 
are of a globular or ſpherical Figure, as the red 
Particles of the Blood which ſwim in a tranſparent 
Serum, and are eaſily diſcovered by the Micro- 
ſcope : and it is pleaſant to ſee how theſe will 
attract one another when they come within a due 
Diſtance, and unite like the Spheres of Quick- 
ſilver. 

Guaiacum is the Wood of a Tree that is very 
tall in the Eaſt Indies. 

Gum is a vegetable Subſtance, differing from a 
Reſin in being more viſcid and leſs friable, and ge- 
nerally diſſolving in aqueous Menſtruums, whereas

Gutta Serena, or Amaurofis, is a Dimneſs of Sight, 
whether the Object be near or at a Diſtance; but 
not from any viſible Defect in the Eye, but from 
ſome Diſtemperature in the inner Parts occaſioni 
the Repreſentations of Flies, Duſt, &c. floating 
before the Eyes; which Appearances are nothing
